Jeambey Lone Newcomer . . . 
Three Returned 
To City Council

A newcomer to city politics, 


Presbyterian minister the Rev. 
Robert W. Jeambey will be the 
only new face on Lincoln's City 
Council. Lincoln voters selected 
the three incumbents — Steve 
Cook, Bob Sikyta and Dick 
Baker — and the Rev. Mr. 
Jeambey to the four council 
spots. 


The incumbents won their se- 


cond terms in the same order 
they placed in the 1971 election 
with architect Cook on top with 
22,772 votes, businessman Sikyta 
second with 20,636 votes, and 
pharmacist Baker third with 15,- 
979 votes. 


In the primary Cook had led 


with Sikyta second, the Rev. Mr. 
Jeambey third and Baker fourth. 


Standing Could Change 


But the almost 600 absentee 


and disabled ballots could 
change the third and fourth 
•place ratings. Only 262 votes 
separated Baker and the Rev. 
Mr. Jeambey, who captured 15,- 


717 votes at the polling booths. 


Steve Tiwald, the youngest 


candidate at 25, started early and 
waged an active campaign. But 
it wasn't enough. He trailed in 
fifth place, taking 14,923 votes. 


In his second try for a council 


seat, attorney Bill Thierstein 
took sixth place with 13,540 
votes. The only woman can- 
didate, Mary Rogge, a 
homeaiaker and part-time phar- 
macist, came in seventh with 10,- 
965 votes and realtor Jim Carson 
was last with 7,771 votes. 


'Mud Slinging'

From Press Reports 


Omaha — At least three per- 


sons were killed, more than 100 
injured and thousands were left 
homeless when a tornado roared 
into metropolitan Omaha 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Damage was estimated in the 


millions of dollars. 


Search and rescue operations 


continued into the night after 
Gov. J. James Exon. who 
happened to be in Omaha when 
the storm hit, issued a disaster 
declaration and ordered all 
Army and Air National 
Guardsmen in the Omaha area 
to duty. 


Soldiers patrolled the ravaged 


areas through the night with 
loaded rifles and iixed bayonets 
to thwart looting and preserve 
order.

complex, the largest in the area 
and located in the southern sub- 
urb of Ralston. The 1,000 or so 
residents were evacuated when 
70% of the buildings were 
destroyed. 


Early Tuesday night Mayor 


Edward Zorinsky declared a full 
emergency covering a 2,000- 
square block area and gave 
police authority to arrest per- 
sons with no business there. 


All off-duty firemen and police 


were called to help and the Red 
Cross set up temporary shelters, 
including one at Boys Town, to 
care for the homeless. 


Acting Douglas County 


Coroner James Keenan iden- 
tified the dead as Lloyd Kramer, 
in his 40s, Margaret Burke, 87, 
and Pamela Myers, 23. Keenan 
said "I think there is a fourth 
one dead too." 


Crushed By Debris 


According to police, Kramer 


died when the roof of a service 
station on which he was standing 
collapsed as he watched the tor- 
nado approach. An officer said 
the employe was killed when 
covered by falling debris. 


The Meyers woman died when 


the restaurant where she worked 
was hit by the twister. Keenan 
did not know how Mrs. Burke 
died.

After touring the area in a 


National Guard helicopter, the

We saw at least 500 
homes and living units totally 
destroyed and thousands of 
others damaged. It's just 
amazing that we didn't have 
more loss of life and injuries 
than we did." 


Reports flowing into the city's 


disaster command post indicated 
that many persons were trapped 
in buildings devastated by the 
tornado. 


Some of the 150 Guardsmen 


called out were dispatched to the 
hard hit 72nd St. area which con- 
tains Omaha's night club district 
and a 12 to 15-block area of 
businesses. 


Robert Batt, general manager 


of the sprawling Nebraska Fur- 
niture Mart, said "everything is 
just ruined" and estimated 
damage to his business alone at 
$5 million. 


Batt said the 40 to 45 


customers and employes in the 
store took refuge in a bomb 
shelter below the store and were 
temporarily trapped when crates 
of furniture slammed down on 
top of the opening. 


Patrol cars with loudspeakers 


traveled thoughout the ravaged 
areas notifying the homeless of 
the nearest aid point.

Omaha — Bob Farmer has 


some very special memories of

"I scored my first win as a 


rider here in 1941 on a horse 
named Pargo," said the veteran 
racing official who returned to 
Ak-Sar-Ben this year 'as a patrol 
judge after a short absence. "I 
never was an outstanding rider 
and I'm sorry for that. 


"It was my favorite occupa- 


tion since I was a very young boy 
but for all the work I put into it, 
it was a very short career in- 
deed," he said. 


Sometimes, however, tilings 


happen for the bat. 


After going "about 25 


mounts" without a win in 1940, 
Farmer finally broke the jinx at 
Ak-Sar-Ben. After scoring 
"about six wins" at Ak he 
tallied 24 wins in 19 days to 
annex top rider honors at Beulah 
Park in Ohio. 


However, he was pressed into 


military service in 1942, thus 
ending his riding career. But 
that didn't stop him from begin- 
ning a new career as a racing of- 
ficial. 
He began as a patrol judge in 


1956 at the now defunct race 
track at Toledo, Ohio. Since 
then, he has worked 12 tracks in 
capacities such as patrol and 
placing judge, paddock judge, 
identifier and clerk of scales.

Farmer was once a regular of- 


ficial on the Nebraska circuit. 
His last year traveling the entire 
five-track run in Nebraska was 
1972. 


"Since then, I've worked 


Oaklawn Park (in Hot Springs, 
Ark.) and the 60-day meet at 
Blue Bonnets in-Montreal and 
then the 120-day meet at Detroit 
Race Course," he said. "This 
year, Hazel Park (near Detroit) 
starts on July 15 and Ak-Sar-Ben 
ends on the 12th, so it worked 
out great for me to come here. 


"I like working at Ak-Sar-Ben. 


This is my fourth year here and I 
really enjoy the people I'm 
associated with," he added. 


"I really had no idea I'd ever 


return here as an official," he 


continued. "I wasn't thinking in 
those lines at all, but now I'm 
most grateful to be back." 


Farmer, one of three Ak 


patrol judges, supervises the 
control, tower to the right of the 
finish line. He watches the 
stretch run for irregularities. 


"I watch to see if the horses 


come in contact with each other 
or if anyone suffers any disad- 
vantages," he noted. "I'm a 
protector as wen as an enforcer. 
If I see anything wrong, I call the 
stewards and advise them of 
what I saw. 


"Then they rerun the film. 


They make the final decision, 
but I'm an aid to them," he 
pointed out. 


One of the game's most 


respected officials, Farmer 
noted the improvements that 
have occurred in thoroughbred 
racing since he's been a partici- 
pant and official. 


"They've put doors on the 


starting gates, installed the 
photo finish, the film patrol, 
started using the saliva and urine 
tests and the tatoo system," he 
said. "I't a far cry from the 1930 
movies that showed crooked 
jockeys and officials and doped 
horses in each race. 


"I feel honored to be in my 


position and I'm proud of my 
profession," he said. "I've spent 
my entire productive life in 
racing and I have no regrets." 


Racing undoubtedly feels the 


same about Bob Farmer.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 
doctors' strike protesting soaring 
malpractice 
insurance 
costs 
spread Tuesday to Southern 
California. 
Doctors in Los Angeles and 
San Diego refused to go into 
operating rooms in what was 
described as an act of support 
with San Francisco Bay area 
doctors who canceled surgery six 
days ago when their insurance 


was hiked more than 300 per 
cent. 
At the same time about 400 
doctors asked state legislators in 
Sacramento for relief from 
higher rates, as Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr. weighed whether to 
call a special legislative session 
to find a solution to the malprac­ 
tice crisis. 
As Northern California doc­ 
tors refused to treat many 


patients in the sixth day of their 
partial boycott, an estimated 2 5 0 
doctors staged a one-day 
walkout in San Diego, where a 
spot check showed less than 2 5 
per cent of the operating rooms 
in 10 major hospitals in use. 
In Los Angeles, nonemergency 
surgery at 10 hospitals was 
canceled and reduced at two 
others as doctors staged a one- 
day walkout to support demands 


for massive reform of the 
medical malpractice system. 
“Unlike Northern California, 
where the insurance has been 
canceled, doctors here still have 
insurance,” said Steve Gamble, 
a vice president of the Los 
Angeles Hospital Council. “11115 
is really a sympathy demonstra­ 
tion to get the problem cor­ 
rected before it affects us down 
here.”

Amateur Golfers, Beware! 


If you're an amateur golfer and are thinking of entering 


either the Duffer's Classic or the Golf For Millions events, think 
again. You'll become a professional if you do. 


That was the warning contained in a release from the 


United States Golf Association as a result of inquiries about the 
amateur status ramifications of those recently announced com- 
petitions. 


The USGA said it has ruled that all who enter and par- 


ticipate in these events in an attempt to win money violate the 
rules of amateur status and cease to be amateur golfers. 


The rules preclude "playing for prize money or its 


equivalent in a match, tournament or exhibition. The USGA 
emphasizes that the violation occurs when the player attempts 
to win money. 


Sponsors who disregard the amateur rules do a disservice to 


the game, in the eyes of the USGA. It feels golf has grown and 
prospered under a code that makes a sharp distinction between 
amateurism and professionalism, a code that is endorsed by 
both the PGA and USGA. 


"Golf For Millions" is an event originating in Los Angel"« 


and the Duffer's Classic, promoted by George Gobel, is based in 
Whicita, Kan. There is an unnamed competition under the aegis 
of the "World Golfers' Association, Marina del Rey, Claif.

Nelson Fisher, a native of Peru, recently retired after an il- 


lustrous career as horse racing handicapper and tennis writer 
for the San Diego Union. Fisher recalls that in his younger days 
he picked up 50 cents a call for phoning in results of Peru State 
to The Lincoln Star.

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) 


- The United States agreed 
(Tuesday to a Thai government 
.request to stop removing South 
Vietnamese aircraft flown here 
*y refugees. But the U.S. carrier 
Midway sailed out of Thai 
waters with at least 25 jets and 
fighter planes already aboard. 


The new Communist govern- 


ment in Saigon, which claimed 
the right to the planes, said in a 
Uboation Radio broadcast it had 
learned of the removal from 
Utapao Air Base and "severely 
condemns this robbery by the 
Ford government." 


Other broadcasts from Saigon 


said the new city government 
will be introduced to residents at 
a mass rally Wednesday morning 
at the metropolitan ad- 
ministrative offices — the 
former presidential palace long 
occupied by Nguyen Van Thieu. 


Live entertainment and televi- 


sion coverage were promised. 
Saigonese were urged to be bring 


pictures of Ho Chi Minn, be 
orderly, on foot and on time. 


On the refugee island of 


Guam, the captain of a ship 
arrived with 5,030 Vietnamese 
said at least 50,000 persons had 
been left behind in boats in the 
waters off Saigon "howling and 
crying, 'Come back!"' Gapt. 
Arthur Boucher, of Cherry Hill, 
N.J., said people were afloat in 
maybe 500 boats and scrambling 
to get on ships. 


Other Vietnamese refugees 


continued to fly out of Guam for 
the United States. The United 
States also launched an airlift of 
988 Cambodian refugees from 
Thailand to the United States, 
including former President Sau 
Kham Khoy. 


In Washington, President 


Ford was quoted as saying op- 
position to accepting as many as 
150,000 refugees from Indochina 
in the United States "makes me 
damned mad." 


Broadcasts by Phnom Penh's 


new regime said it would respect 
the national and territorial in- 
tegrity of neighboring states but 
would not allow any foreign 
troops on Cambodian soil. This 
would apply to South Vietnam, 
Laos and Thailand. It was not 
known whether North Vietnam 
was included. 


Thai Foreign Minister 


Chatichai Choonhavan an- 
nounced that the United States 
had agreed to suspend the 
removal of the 122 South Viet- 
namese military planes flown 
here by refugees in the last days 
of the old regime. State Depart- 
ment officials in Washington 
later confirmed it. 


However, witnesses said at 


least 25 planes already had been 
lifted to the Midway in the Gulf 
of Thailand by U.S. Jolly Green 
Giant helicopters. Washington 
sources said 27 A37 light 
bombers and most, if not all, of 
25 F5 Freedom Fighters were 
aboard the ship when it sailed, 


but this could not be confirmed 
by witnesses. 


The United States claimed the 


planes because it supplied them 
to the former Saigon regime, but 
the new South Vietnamese 
government also claimed them 
as the spoils of war. Thailand, a 
U.S. ally that also wants to live 
in peace with its Communist 
neighbors, was caught in the 
middle and decided to hold onto 
the planes. 
1 North Vietnam again 
demanded that all ships and 
planes used by South Viet- 
namese to flee their country be 
returned to the revolutionary 
government. Hanoi's official 
news agency, in a broadcast 
monitored in Tokyo, said the 
North Vietnamese Foreign 
Ministry issued a statement 
saying: "The Thai government 
should not invoke any'pretext 
whatsoever to turn down this 
legitimate demand of the South 
Vietnamese people. 


"If the Thai government con- 


nives with the U.S. by letting it 
usurp the property of the South 
Vietnamese people ... it must 
bear all the conseyuences of its 
action." 


One Saigon broadcast said 


young volunteers cleaning city 
streets and putting up new 
political posters had given up 
loud shirts for plain, clean dress, 
and "they all wear short hair."

reported securing offshore 
islands and called on all vessels 
still hanging offshore to come 
back in.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


doctors' strike protesting soaring 
malpractice insurance costs 
spread Tuesday to Southern 
California. 


Doctors in Los Angeles and 


San Diego refused to go into 
operating rooms in what was 
described as an act of support 
with San Francisco Bay area 
doctors who canceled surgery six 
days ago when their insurance 


was hiked more than 300 per 
cent. 


At the same time about 400 


doctors asked state legislators in 
Sacramento for relief from 
higher rates, as Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr. weighed whether to 
call a special legislative session, 
to find a solution to the malprac- 
tice crisis. 


As Northern California doc- 


tors refused to treat many 


patients in the sixth day of their 
partial boycott, an estimated 250 
doctors staged a one-day 
walkout in San Diego, where a 
spot check showed less than 25 
per cent of the operating rooms 
in 10 major hospitals in use. 


In Los Angeles, nonemergency 


surgery at 10 hospitals was 
canceled and reduced at two 
others as doctors staged a one- 
day walkout to support demands 


for massive reform of the 
medical malpractice system. 


"Unlike Northern California, 


where the insurance has been 
canceled, doctors here still have 
insurance," said Steve Gamble, 
a vice president of the Los 
Angeles Hospital Council. "This 
is really a sympathy demonstra- 
tion to get the problem cor- 
rected before, it affects us down 
here."

Ra il District Eye s Co n flict 


Legally , th ere appears to be no conflict 
of interest problem wh ich wou ld arise from 
th e appointment of Joh n Longsdorf as 
director (ex ecu tiv e officer) of th e Lincoln- 
Lancaster Railroad Transportation Safety 
district (RTSD). 


Longsdorf, wh o h as worked as a “coor­ 
dinator” for th e district for two y ears, is on 
leav e of absence from th e Union Pacific 
Railroad. UP is one of six railroads in­ 
v olv ed in RSTD relocation projects. 
Earlier th e RSTD board’s attorney issu ed 
an opinion wh ich said no legal conflict of 
interest wou ld ex ist between Longsdorf’s 
corporate ties and h is du ties as an employ e 
for a q u asi-gov emmental body . Th e board 
h ad decided to officially name Longsdorf to 
th e directorsh ip wh ich was v acated by th e 
resignation of now-Cou nty Engineer Mar­ 
v in Nu emberger. 


Now th e board h as ch anged its mind 
and h as delay ed th e appointment. It h as 
asked th e Society of P rofessional 
Engineers for its opinion on wh eth er a con­ 
flict of interest wou ld ex ist (in th e 
professional sense, we presu m e) if 
Longsdorf were named to th e post. 
Longsdorf s competence is not at issu e. 
His link with th e Union Pacific is. 
We th ink th at th e av erage person 
wou ld q u estion th e propriety or th e 
appearances of a railroad employ e acting in 
an ex ecu tiv e capacity for a tax -su pported 
agency wh ich will be making far-reach ing 
decisions abou t th e relocation of rail rou tes 
in th is cou nty and wh ich h as to work with 
h alf a dozen railroads. Th e appearance of 
conflict, at least, is ov erwh elming. 
Th e RSTD board is on th e righ t track 
in asking for anoth er opinion as to potential 
conflict. 


Ho w's Yo u r Blo o d Pre ssu re ? 


It wou ld appear th at th e Nebraska 
Heart Association’s h y pertension screening 
program being condu cted all th is month is 
off to a good start. Lincoln spokesmen for 
th e program noted th at th e free h igh blood 
pressu re detecting clinics last Su nday drew 
su bstantial nu mbers of people. 
Th e h eart association’s statewide 
h y pertension screening program is one of 
th e most ambitiou s h ealth programs ev er 
to be u ndertaken in Nebraska. Hopefu lly 
ov er 100,000 people in th e state will be 
ch ecked. Th is is du e respect for a killer dis­ 
ease. 
Th e program cou ld do a world of good 
for a significant nu mber of people wh o 
don’t realize th ey may h av e th is specific 
h ealth problem. 
High blood pressu re u ndetected and 
u ntreated can lead to h eart failu re, kidney 
failu re or stroke. Detected and treated, th e 
ch ances of h eart or kidney failu re or stroke 
are considerably lessened. Th e h eart 
association notes: “th e frigh tening th ing 
abou t h igh blood pressu re is th at people 
are apath etic abou t th e disease. Th ey can’t 
seem to take seriou sly a disease th at does 
not make th em feel sick”. 


We h ope th e attention dev oted to h igh 
blood pressu re th is month will make peo­ 
ple th ink seriou sly abou t it. Black 
Americans h av e special cau se to be aware 
of h y pertension, or h igh blood pressu re, 
since th ey are twice as prone as wh ite 
Americans to su ffer from it. 
Each Su nday in May free h igh blood 
pressu re ch ecks will be av ailable from 1 to 
5 p.m. at Treasu re City , 27th and Hwy . 2; 
Gateway Sh opping Center Mall; Rich man- 
Gordman, 48th and Vine; K-Ray Ph ar­ 
macy , Belmont Sh opping Center; YWCA, 
Hav elock; Walgreen Ph armacy , 48th and 
Normal; Treasu re City , 48th and Leigh ton; 
Brandeis, 11th and O; Open Door Health 
Center, 25th and R; K-Ray Ph armacy , 
Westgate Sh opping Center and Indian 
Village 
Ph armacy . 
Lincoln-Lancaster 
Health Dept, nu rses will staff similar 
screening centers th e same Su nday h ou rs at 
pu blic h ealth nu rsing stations in Ray mond 
and Hickman and th e sh opping center at 
Wav erly . Oth er screening clinics will be 
h eld th rou gh ou t th e state. 
Wh y not make a point of v isiting one of 
th e clinics? Ju st a few minu tes cou ld make 
y ears and y ears of difference.

Th e liq u or price-fix ers won anoth er 
rou nd th is week wh en LB204 su rv iv ed a kill 
motion and th en won second stage ap­ 
prov al with enou gh v otes for enactment. 
LB204 wou ld req u ire th at retail liq u or 
prices be at least 15% abov e wh olesale 
cost. Su pposedly th e bill is designed to 
protect th e “little gu y ” liq u or retailer from 
th e price adv antages offered by h igh 
v olu me retail dealers and th e u se of 
bargain liq u or prices as loss leader items 
by stores wh ich primarily sell oth er 
merch andise.

WASHINGTON — A compreh ensiv e poll 
taken for th e Repu blican National Committee 
confirms th e finding of oth er su rv ey s th at th e 
American people, remarkably enou gh , still 
regard inflation as th e No. 1 problem of th e na­ 
tion, with u nemploy ment rates second. Yet, u n­ 
employ ment rose to 8.9 % of th e work force in 
April, a post-World War II record, wh ile th e rate 
of inflation h as been declining in recent month s. 
In anoth er part of th e Repu blican poll, 
h owev er, respondents were asked wh ich issu e 
was most important for th em personally , rath er 
th an for th e cou ntry generally . Six ou t of 10 said 
u nemploy ment was more important to th em 
personally th an inflation — wh ich su ggests th at 
it wou ld be a political error of th e first 
magnitu de for eith er party to worry too mu ch 
abou t inflation at th e ex pense of pu tting people 
back to work. _ 


Th at is ju st wh at some congressional 
Democrats — for ex ample, th e able Rep. Ab 
Mikv a of Illinois, a member of th e Way s and 
Means Committee — fear th eir party may be 
doing.

Th e Hou se bu dget committee proposes a 
deficit of $73.2 billion for fiscal y ear 19 76; th e 
Senate committee proposal wou ld produ ce a 
deficit of $69 .6 billion Ford’s bu dget calcu lated 
th at th ere wou ld be a $60 billion deficit, and h e 
h as left no dou bt th at h e wou ld attack as in­ 
flationary any deficit ou t of th e general $60 to 
$70 billion range. 
In fact, h owev er, th e $73 billion deficit 
projected by th e Hou se wou ld represent 4.4% of 
a Gross Na tio na l Produ ct <wHmitod at $1.7 


trillion. Th e Democratic Stu dy Grou p h as 
pointed ou t th at th e $12.8 billion deficit for 
fiscal y ear 19 59 , du ring th e last big recession, 
was abou t 4% of th at y ear’s G.N.P. Since th e 
u nemploy ment situ ation now is worse th an it 
was th en, a deficit bey ond th e $60 billion to $70 
billion range wou ld not necessarily be ou t of 
line.

Both George Meany of th e A.F.L.-C.I.O. 
and Rep. Brock Adams of Wash ington, ch air­ 
man of th e bu dget committee, contend th at th e 
primary cau se of th e deficit is going to be th e 
recession itself, rath er th an ex cessiv e spending 
by Congress. Th at is, ev ery increase of one per 
cent in u nemploy ment in today ’s economy 
resu lts in a $16 billion increase in th e federal 
bu dget deficit. 


Th at $16 billion is accou nted for by $14 
billion in lost tax rev enu es and $2 billion in in­ 
creased spending for u nemploy ment compensa­ 
tion. Adams th erefore calcu lated th at if u n­ 
employ ment cou ld someh ow be redu ced to 
4.2% in fiscal 19 76, th e Ford bu dget wou ld be in 
balance and th e Hou se and Senate bu dget 
proposals not far ou t. 
No amou nt of job-creating programs, of 
cou rse, cou ld produ ce a resu lt so spectacu lar, 
bu t th ese figu res do su ggest th at, as Meany told 
a Hou se su bcommittee, “Th e problem is not th e 
bu dget and th e bu dget deficit. Th e problem is 
th e jobs.” 
Aside from th ese economic calcu lations, 
th ere may be a good political reason for th e 
Democrats to open u p th e pu rse and th e deficit 
in an effort to pu t more people back to work. 
Ford intends to capitalize u pon any improv e­ 
ment in th e u nemploy ment rate in 19 76 to claim 
th at u nder h is administration, th e recession h as 
bottomed ou t and th ings are looking u p. And 
wh ile th e Democrats will cou nter th at, if so, it 
was th eir tax cu t th at was responsible, a presi­ 
dent in office u su ally gets mu ch pu blic credit for 
improv ing economic times. 


On th e oth er h and, wh at will th e Democrats 
be able to claim? For th e party of Franklin 
Roosev elt to go into an election campaign 
boasting an u nemploy ment target of ov er 7% is 
not mu ch of a platform, tax cu t or no tax cu t. 


Bu t if th e Democrats openly accept Ford’s 
ch allenge on th e bu dgetary issu e, with th e 
stated pu rpose of pu tting people back to work 
more q u ickly th an h e or th ey now contemplate, 
th ey will h av e a traditional Democratic plat­ 
form and can make th e solid economic claim 
th at th ey are attacking th e major cau se of th e 
deficit — u nemploy ment.

To giv e some idea of th e ex tent to 
wh ich th e so-called profit incentiv e is u sed in ou r au ditoriu m, it 
sh ou ld be noted th at th e City Recreation Department makes 
pay ments to th e au ditoriu m for certain pu blic skating time.

Th e 
Univ ersity of Nebraska Hockey Team practices in Omah a, often 
at midnigh t or later, du e to th e lack of ice h ere. 
On th e rare occasions wh en th e au ditoriu m h as h ad ice 
av ailable for pu blic skating, with th e minimu m of pu blicity to 
th e general pu blic, most sessions h av e been crowded, particu lar­ 
ly th e late sessions (for u niv ersity stu dents). Du ring Ch ristmas 
v acatiort, th e response to th e City Recreation Skating Program 
was ov erwh elming. Th e sch edu led classes were filled well in ad­ 
v ance, and th e nu mber wh o came to th e au ditoriu m with ou t 
prior registration req u ired th ree additional instru ctors. Priv ate 
grou ps req u ested th e ice for skating parties between pu blic 
sessions, adding to th e profit incentiv e. 
Th ese are rare instances, h owev er, as th ere is no regu lar ice 
sch edu le and adv ance planning for classes and/or parties is not 
possible.

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Mindszenty, 83, Dies; Prince Of 'Silent Church' 


Vienna (UPI) -Jooef Cardinal Mindszenty 


a prince of the "silent church" who became t 
"JT01 °f "Stance to communism at the height 
of the cold war, died Tuesday in Vienna in what 
he called "complete and absolute exile" from hL< 
native Hungary. He was 83. 


Mindszenty, convicted of treason, espionage 


and blackmarketeering in an infamous Com- 
munist show trial in Budapest, Hungary, in 1949 
was released from life imprisonment by 
Hungarian freedom fighters during the 1956 
Hungarian uprising. 


But he was forced into a sort of self-imposed 


imprisonment in the U.S. embassy in Budapest 
when Russian troops crushed the revolt. 


He remained in the embassy for 15 years until 


he was freed four years ago under an agreement 
between the Vatican and the Hungarian govern- 
ment. Under the amnesty, he pledged never to 
return to Hungary, a promise, he said later, was 
the "heaviest cross of my life." 


The small, stooped prince of the church had 


opposed the Nazis before the Communists and 
spent nearly a third of his life in prison cells or 
self-imposed exile for his beliefs. He was forced 
to retire as primate of Hungary by Pope Paul VI 
last year and in the end saw the hierarchy of the 
Roman Catholic Church as his greatest enemy. 


Dies After Operation 


A spokesman at the palace of Vienna's 


Archibishop Franz Cardinal Koenig said the 
Mindszenty died of heart failure in a Vienna 
hospital Tuesday about four hours after un- 
dergoing prostate surgery. The spokesman said 
the doctors at the hospital "saw no reason to be 
concerned about his health but the strain of the 
operation apparently was too much." 


A Vatican spokesman said Tuesday the Pope 


sent two messages of blessing to Mindszenty 
before his death. 


Mindszenty spent his last years reading, 


praying and writing his memoirs in a home for 
Hungarian theology students in the Austrian town 
of Pazmaneum — as close as he could legally live 
to the Hungarian border — and maintained until 
his death his authority as spiritual head of the 
Catholic Church in Hungary.

He vehemently opposed the Vatican decision 


announcing his removal from office in Feb. 5, 
1974, declaring. "Cardinal Mindszenty cannot ab- 
dicate." 


He repeated those words in the final

Army Engineers Seek 
Expansion Of Authority 


Washington (AP) — The Army 


Engineers, seeking to expand its 
jurisdiction over U.S. waters, 
has proposed a regulation which 
would give it authority over 
everj' lake, stream, stock pond, 
irrigation ditch and marsh in the 
nation. 


It could require farmers to ob- 


tain a permit before plowing 
fields adjacent to levees, 
dredging irrigation ditches or 
enlarging artificial stock ponds. 
It could force a mountain 
dweller to get federal approval 
to protect land against stream 
erosion. 


The proposal, the strongest of 


four alternatives submitted by 
the agency for public comment, 
is supported by the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency All four 
would greatly expand the 
Engineers' authority to regulate 
the dredge or fill operations in- 
volving waters or wetlands 


The proposals stem from a re- 


cent federal court decision 
giving the corps jurisdiction over 
the dumping or dredging on 
"waters of the United States," a 


phrase the Corps says has never 
been legally defined. The 
proposals represent an attempt 
to define the phrase, the Corps 
said. 


The four proposals: 
1. Grant the Corps authority 


over every coastal and inland ar- 
tificial or natural body of water 
in the nation, including 
wetlands. The Corps said this 
"would extend federal authority 
to regular dredge or fill 
operations in the thousands of 
square miles of land protected 
by levees. In those areas farmers 
may require a federal permit 
before bemning plowing or land 
leveling operations." 


2. Limit Corps authority over 


coastal waters to the mean high 
water mark or salt water vegeta- 
tion line, whichever extends 
further, and inland waters to 
navigable waters and their 
primary tributaries up to their 
headwaters In most cases, the 
Corps said, a federal permit 
would not be required for 
operations involving less than 
100 cubic yards of material. 


3. Extend the Engineers' 


authority as in proposal No. 1, 
but follow current procedures 
for issuing dredge or fill permits 
only in navigable waters. For 
other waters such as stock ponds 
and drainage ditches, permits 
would be issued unless ap- 
propriate state agencies object. 


4. Extend Corps authority as 


in No. 2, and the issurance 
regulations as in No. 3. This is 
the proposal preferred by the 
Corps. 


All Corps permits would be 


subject to revocation by the ad- 
ministrator of the EPA. 


All comments should be sub- 


mitted to the Corps by June 6.

In his memoirs, the cardinal said he would 


have remained in the embassy in Budapest but 
for a letter from then-President Richard Nixon 
which convinced him he was an unwelcome guest 


who had become a barrier to U.S.-Soviet dttentc. 


Mindszenty said: "He (Nixon) recommended 


that I bow to my fate." 


Born Jozsef Pehm March 29,1892, he trained 


for the ministry as the only education open to the 
Hungarian poor. He changed his name to 
Mindszenty — after the village where he was born 
— and became a parish priest in 1919. 


He Straggled Against Nazis 


Ten days after Nazi troops occupied his coun- 


try March 19, 1944, Mindszenty was appointed 
bishop of Veszprem and began his struggle 
against the Nazi regime. Seven months later he 
was arrested by the Nazis and remained in prison 
until Hungary's liberation the next year. 


Pope Pius Xn rewarded him with the 


primacy of Hungary and the red cardinal's hat as 
a prince of the Church. 


Mindszenty was one of the princes of the 


"silent church" in the cold war years after World 
War n when the Soviet-Western alliances forged 
by the war against the Nazis dissolved and an Iron 
Curtain descended on the borders between 
Western and Eastern Europe. 


His famous show trial in 1949, which ended in 


a death sentence later commuted to life imprison- 
ment, marked the darkest period of church-state 
relations in Eastern Europe and brought outcries 
of indignation from the free world. 


Visted U.S. In 1973 


Mindszenty visited the United States in 1973, 


two years to the day after he left his exile in 
Budapest. 


He flew into Kennedy Airport Sept. 28,1973, 


and was welcomed by Terence Cardinal Cooke of 
New York. The next day he went to New 
Brunswick, N.J., where he dedicated the newly 
renovated Church of St. Ladislaus in that 
predominantly Hungarian community. 


Tuesday, the bell of St. Ladislaus tolled for 50 


minutes to mark his death. 


Asked what Mindszenty meant to Hungarians 


and Hungarian-Americans, the Rev. Julian 
Fucer, pastor of St. Ladislaus, said: "He was our 
bishop, our preacher, our inspiration. The carin- 
dal was everything — the best of Christianity, the 
best of Hungary "

Basement Gives Shelter 
As House Blows Away

Outstate Nebraska Bureau ' 
Omaha — the hospitalization 
of a cancer-stricken cousin was 
the occasion for Ev Meritt’s ill- 
timed visit to Omaha. She and 
her daughter Sherri Meritt, 
both of Rapid City, S.D., were 
with the failing woman’s hus­ 
band, Lee McMahill, at his home 
when the tornado sirens went 
off. 
McMahill luckily had a base­ 
ment to provide shelter. Five 
minutes later, that was all he 
had. The three, huddled shaking 
but uninjured in the basement, 
looked up to find the house had 
blown away. 
Lifted off the foundation by a 
tornado which ravaged west 
Omaha Tuesday afternoon, the 
McMahill house blew across 84th 
St. — four lanes wide with a me­ 
dian — and disintegrated in a 
chaos of toothpicks and two-by- 
fours in the backyard of the 
Michael Tierney residence 
facing the next street to the 
west. 
‘Can’t Rebuild’ 
At least a half-dozen homes on 
that street, So. 84th Ave., were 
severely damaged, most of them 
demolished. “I don’t know what 
people are going to do now,” f 
said Tierney, shaking his head. 
“They can’t rebuild. These 
houses are a total loss.” 
Fortunately, he said, no one in 
the neighborhood was injured. 
Tierney’s house at 4965 So. 
84th Ave. was in relatively good 
shape. The twister had exploded 
the roof of his kitchen, but the 
rest of the house — and most of 
the Tierney family’s personal 
belongings — were intact. 
His next-door neighbor, An­ 


drew Perich of 4977 So. 84th 
Ave., was not so fortunate. The 
roof of his house, along with 
much of the family’s personal 
property, had vanished. The 
house was a total loss. “I hope 
I’m insured,” he said. 
Saw Apartments Hit 
Perich said he watched from 
the southwest window of his 
sunken family room as the 
massive, undefined black cloud 
ripped its way through the 
Wentworth Apartments — a 
huge complex of rental units to 
the southwest of his home and 
perhaps a quarter-mile away 
across an open field. ‘‘You could 
see it picking up everything,” he 
said. “It just boiled.” 
He and his daughter Anita 
hurriedly took cover. Like 
everyone else on the block, they 
escaped serious injury as the 
twister destroyed their home. 
“You heard the hollow sound, 
like a big roar, and then the glass 
started flying,” said Perich, who 
added he has seen other tor­ 
nadoes in Oklahoma. “You’re 
just lucky to be alive,” he said. 
The next house to the south 
was also in ruins. Maureen 
Murphy, daughter of Rev. and 
Mrs. Rovert A. Murphy of 4983 
So. 84th Ave., arrived home 
froft school just in time to warn 
her mother. Rev. Murphy was 
away. 
Barely Got Downstairs’ 
“ It was just coming across 
Wentworth when I got home,” 
Maureen said. "We just barely 
got downstairs.” She said the 
twister made a buzzing sound as 
it passed over and created a 
tremendous pressure in the 
ears.

Omaha — Tuesday has to rank 
as one of the most harrowing 
days in the history of Ak-Sar-Ben 
horse racing. 
“Sure, we were scared,” ad­ 
mitted Ak-Sar-Ben executive 
director and general manager 
Dick Becker after a tornado 
narrowly missed striking the 
track during the height of 
Tuesday’s racing program. 
“ We had heard about the 
storm warnings all morning,” 
Becker said. “ Our security peo­ 
ple were on the roof and I think 
it was at about 4:40 that I told 
Bill (track announcer Bill 
Murphy) to read the an­ 
nouncement.” 
Murphy told patrons to move 
inside the grandstand away from 
exposed areas. 
With that, roof personnel — 
including stewards, placing 
judges and newsmen — raced 
downstairs as the tornado 
loomed near the Ak-Sar-Ben 
area. Apparently, Murphy and 
director of racing Neal Chicutt 
were the last to leave the roof. 
“We read the announcement 
at 4:40 and we raced again at 5 
p.m.,” Becker said. “Of course, I 
was worried we might have to 
call the whole program off. We 
really didn’t know where it (tor­ 
nado) was or how many there 
were. 
“Our security people told us a 
huge tornado was heading right 
towards us and then suddenly it 
swerved down 72nd St.,” Becker 


said. “We were real fortunate 
that there was no damage here.” 
Heavy damage was reported 
around the immediate Ak-Sar- 
Ben area, but apparently the 
bams, grandstand and grounds 
area at the track escaped the 
fury of the storm. 
After the tornado had passed, 
Becker skid the Omaha Police 
Department and Ak-Sar-Ben 
were in close contact as to 
whether or not to proceed with 
the scheduled program. 


“They advised us not to call 
off the races and send 8,000 or 9,- 
000 people out on the streets,” 
Becker said. “The outside gates 
leading to and from the track 
were blocked temporarily.” 
Ak-Sar-Ben officials turned on 
the public pay telephones after 
the storm passed to allow 
patrons to call out and inform 
their friends and relatives they 
were safe. Rules prohibit the 
public telephones from being in 
operation during racing hours. 


The storm delayed the start of 
the third race about six minutes. 
The rest of the program con­ 
tinued without incident, 
although it was obvious the 
patrons and officials were still 
jittery.

Supreme Courf To Uphold 
Durousseau Suspension? 


State Racing Commission at- 


torneys Tuesday asked the State 
Supreme Court to uphold a 
lower court's decision suppor-

license. 


The suspension resulted from 


a finding that Durousseau had 
attempted to use a mechanical 
device in the eighth race at Ak- 
Sar-Ben in Omaha on May 9, 
1974. 


The device was found during a 


check of jockeys just prior to the 
race. Durousseau, however, said 
he had no knowledge of the 
device and never saw it before a 
steward's hearing. 


In terms of legal points, the 


jockey's attorneys argued there 
were procedural defects in the 
handling of the matter by the 
State Racing Commission. The 
Douglas County District Court 
disagreed and the man's at- 


torneys appealed. 


Commission attorneys told the 


high court the commission had 
no choice but to suspend the 
jockey under the circumstances 
in the name of the public in- 
terest.

bettor not be defrauded."

Magnet’s business section was 
demolished and practically every 
house in town was either 
destroyed or damaged. The com­ 
munity, located in extreme 
southwestern Cedar County, has 
a population of 88. 
Hit Elev a to r First 
Entering the southeast comer 
of Magnet, the funnel cloud 
destroyed the elevator, lumber 
yard, grocery store, Phillips 66 
oil station, city hall and a 
number of storage buildings, ac­ 
cording to Ernie Voss, post­ 
master at nearby McLean, who 
arrived on the scene shortly after 
the tornado hit. 
As the tornado moved through 
the community in a northwester­ 
ly direction, the funnel just mis­ 
sed the Magnet school by about 
150 feet. 
Volunteer firemen from near­ 
by communities aided in cleanup 
at Magnet. 
Sightseers in the tornado area 
were causing problem s, 
authorities said. 
Ea rly Afterno o n 
Magnet was struck about 2:15 
p.m. after a tornado was first in­ 
dicated about seven miles 
southwest of Norfolk at 12:30 
p.m., moving northward. 
The tornado was tracked to 
the Pierce vicinity where it 
struck the western portion of 
that community of 1,360, located 
10 miles northwest of Norfolk. 
In Pierce one of the three tor­ 
nadoes in the area swirled 
through a block and a half wide 
path, narrowly missing the 
town’s elementary school, where 
some 200 students were huddled 
in the hallway. 
“ Thank God we didn’t get 
hit,” said principal Donald Cook. 
“ We were as close to it as I ever 
want to be.” 
Ripped Chimneys 
The high winds tore off several 
chimneys on the Pierce school 
building and at least one window 
was shattered. 
Don Zimmer, Pierce civil 
defense director and publisher 
of the Pierce County Leader, 


said “ we feel very, very for­ 
tunate there were no injuries.” 
In addition to damaging the 
elementary school, the tornado 
at Pierce demolished an unoc­ 
cupied trailer, tore half the roof 
off the Foster Manufacturing 
Co. building and took the roof 
completely off the Bennett 
Grain building. 
Chris Tensen said he was 
working his field near Pierce 
when he saw a twister on the 
ground, another to the east of 
Pierce and another to the north 
and east. 
Trees, Lines Downed 
Trees and power lines were 
knocked down at Pierce. 
Firemen, civil defense personnel 
and volunteers were called for 
assistance. 
Heavy livestock losses and 
considerable damage to a couple 
of farms about five miles north 
of Pierce was reported by 
authorities. 
At least three farmsteads — 
southwest of Winside in Wayne 
County suffered storm damage. 
All the buildings except die 
house were destroyed on the 
Chester Marotz farm, located 
about six miles southwest of 
Winside. Boards were blown 
through windows at the Marotz 
home and were found embedded 
in the walls. No one was injured, 
Marotz said, but several head of 
livestock were killed. 
Dale Deck, who farms about 
one mile west of Marotz, also 
lost all his farm buildings but the 
house. Deck’s brother, Myron, 
whose farm is one-quarter mile 
west, also reported damage from 
the funnel. 
Touched Near Colon 
Another twister touched down 
southeast of Colon in Saunders 
County on the Wally Anderson 
farmstead. A corn crib was 
moved off its foundation and a 
two-car garage was blown apart. 
Except for some porch 
damage and broken windows, 
the house on the Anderson farm 
escaped major damage. A near­ 
by shelterbelt was tom up. 
Anderson and his son, Ron, 
who farms the land, had left the 
farm only about 20 minutes 
before the twister struck. Jim 
McDermott, who had been living 
on the farm, moved out just a 
week ago. 
Tornadoes were also spotted 
north of Coleridge, north of 
Stanton, and at Osmond. 
Stanton police said winds of 70 
to 80 miles per hour struck an 
area northeast of there and 
extensive damage was reported 
in a rural area east of town.

“ Virtually every loan is 
different and each farmer’s 
problem is different,” said Bud 
Riblett, head of the farmer 
programs division of Farmers 
Home Administration (FmHA) 
loans in Lincoln. 
“ And there is a lot of confu­ 
sion about how the loan 
programs work,” he said. 
Riblett responded to questions 
and complaints about the loan 
program in an effort to unsnarl 
some of the misunderstandings 
that have turned up about the 
programs. The programs are 
designed to aid financially 
troubled farmers. 
“This series of programs is the 
most difficult to administer that 
I have experienced in 20 years,” 
Riblett said. 
A part of the problem ap­ 
parently comes from the fact 
that there are separate programs 
for livestock producers and crop 
producers. 
The crop program is weather 
related while the livestock losses 
are termed economic in nature, 
even if it is in part due to 
weather problems. 
“ The crop program is 
designed to cover actual losses 
suffered by the farmer because 
of a disaster, such as drouth. He 
must have had at least a 10% 
reduction in his income to 
qualify and the maximum 
amount of the loan cannot be 
more than the amount of the 
loss,” he explained.

program to plant the 1975 crop, 
nor can it be used to purchase or 
pay off debts on equipment not 
deemed essential to a farming or 
ranching operation, such as an 
automobile,” he said. 
The farmer is expected to go 
to his regular creditor to obtain 
credit for fertilizer, fuel, seed 
and other things needed to get 
his 1975 crop in the ground. 
Some farmers have com­ 
plained that bankers have 
refused to extend credit to 
farmers who have a disaster 
loan. Riblett, however, said 
there is no real reason for the 
refusal. 


“ We try to secure these loans 
with real estate whenever possi­ 
ble. Some farmers early in the 
program did have chattel securi­ 
ty on cattle and machinery but it 
is only on these specific items 
and not on any other property 
the farmer may own,” he said. 
Riblett added that chattel 
mortages were required when a 
farmer operated only rented 
land or lacked adequate equity 
in his land to cover the amount 
of the loan. 
The crop disaster loans do 
have two attractive features in 
spite of the limitations on them. 
“ They have five years to pay 
back the money and the annual 
interest is only 5% of the prin­ 
cipal,” he said. 
Normally a fifth of the prin­ 
cipal and all the interest is due 
each year, but FmHA realizes it 
may not be that easy so*it is 
possible to reduce the first year’s 
payment, or if the crop year is 
excellent, to speed up the repay 
ment, according to Riblett. 


The cattle emergency loans 
are different in that they are for 
three years with the possibility 
of a two-year extension. 
One similarity is that the loans 
can be made only to farmers 
who can demonstrate an ability 
to repay them with interest. 
The cattle loans are made by a 
local lender, but guaranteed by 
the federal agency. 
The agency also can lend 
money to fanners to buy land or 
to operate their farm on 
although both of these programs 
are running out of funds for this 
fiscal year. New funds won’t be 
made available until the next 
fiscal year begins July 1.

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Rail District Eyes Conflict

Mr. Nixon Is 'Surviving' 


Legally, there appears to be no conflict 


of interest problem which would arise from 
the appointment of John Longsdorf as 
director (executive officer) of the Lincoln- 
Lancaster Railroad Transportation Safety 
district (RTSD). 


Longsdorf, who has worked as a "coor- 


dinator" for the district for two years, is on 
leave of absence from the Union Pacific 
Railroad. UP is one of six railroads in- 
volved in RSTD relocation projects. 
Earlier the RSTD board's attorney issued 
an opinion which said no legal conflict of 
interest would exist between Longsdorf's 
corporate ties and his duties as an employe 
for a quasi-governmental body. The board 
had decided to officially name Longsdorf to 
the directorship which was vacated by the 
resignation of now-County Engineer Mar- 
vin Nuernberger. 


Now the board has changed its mind 


and has delayed the appointment. It has 
asked the Society of Professional 
Engineers for its opinion on whether a con- 
flict of interest would exist (in the 
professional sense, we presume) if 
Longsdorf were named to the post. 


Longsdorf's competence is not at issue. 


His link with the Union Pacific is. 


We think that the average person 


would question the propriety or the 
appearances of a railroad employe acting in 
an executive capacity for a tax-supported 
agency which will be making far-reaching 
decisions about the relocation of rail routes 
in this county and which has to work with 
half a dozen railroads. The appearance of 
conflict, at least, is overwhelming. 


The RSTD board is on the right track 


in asking for another opinion as to potential 
conflict. 


How's Your Blood Pressure? 


It would appear that the Nebraska 


Heart Association's hypertension screening 
program being conducted all this month is 
off to a good start. Lincoln spokesmen for 
the program noted that the free high blood 
pressure detecting clinics last Sunday drew 
substantial numbers of people. 


The heart association's statewide 


hypertension screening program is one of 
the most ambitious health programs ever 
to be undertaken in Nebraska. Hopefully 
over 100,000 people in the state will be 
checked. This is due respect for a killer dis- 
ease. 


The program could do a world of good 


for a significant number of people who 
don't realize they may have this specific 
health problem. 


High blood pressure undetected and 


untreated can lead to heart failure, kidney 
failure or stroke. Detected and treated, the 
chances of heart or kidney failure or stroke 
are considerably lessened. The heart 
association notes: "the frightening thing 
about high blood pressure is that people 
are apathetic about the disease. They can't 
seem to take seriously a disease that does 
not make them feel sick". 


We hope the attention devoted to high 


blood pressure this month will make peo- 
ple think seriously about it. Black 
Americans have special cause to be aware 
of hypertension, or high blood pressure, 
since they are twice as prone as white 
Americans to suffer from it. 


Each Sunday in May free high blood 


pressure checks will be available from 1 to 
5 p.m. at Treasure City, 27th and Hwy. 2; 
Gateway Shopping Center Mall; Richman- 
Gordman. 48th and Vine: K-Ray Phar- 
macy, Belmont Shopping Center; YWCA, 
Havelock; Walgreen Pharmacy, 48th and 
Normal; Treasure City, 48th and Leighton; 
Brandeis, llth and 0; Open Door Health 
Center, 25th and R; K-Ray Pharmacy, 
Westgate Shopping Center and Indian 
Village Pharmacy. Lincoln-Lancaster 
Health Dept. nurses will staff similar 
screening centers the same Sunday hours at 
public health nursing stations in Raymond 
and Hickman and the shopping center at 
Waverly. Other screening clinics will be 
held throughout the state. 


Why not make a point of visiting one of 


the clinics? Just a few minutes could make 
years and years of difference. 


Price-Fixing Advances 


The liquor price-fixers won another 


round this week when LB204 survived a kill 
motion and then won second stage ap- 
proval with enough votes for enactment. 


LB204 would require that retail liquor 


prices be at least 15% above wholesale 
cost. Supposedly the bill is designed to 
protect the "little guy" liquor retailer from 
the price advantages offered by high 
volume retail dealers and the use of 
bargain liquor prices as loss leader items 
by stores which primarily sell other 
merchandise.

Deficits And Democrats

WASHINGTON — A comprehensive poll 


taken for the Republican National Committee 
confirms the finding of other surveys that the 
American people, remarkably enough, still 
regard inflation as the No. 1 problem of the na- 
tion, with unemployment rates second. Yet. un- 
employment rose to 8.9% of the work force in 
April, a post-World War n record, while the rate 
of inflation has been declining in recent months. 


In another part of the Republican poll, 


however, respondents were asked which issue 
was most important for them personally, rather 
than for the country generally. Six out of 10 said 
unemployment was more important to them 
personally than inflation — which suggests that 
it would be a political error of the first 
magnitude for either party to worry too much 
about inflation at the expense of putting people 
back to work. 


That is just what some congressional 


Democrats — for example, the able Rep. Ab 
Mikva of Illinois, a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee — fear their party may be 
doing. Mikva thinks a $3.6 billion program to 
create 450,000 public service jobs, for instance, 
is much too limited at a time when eight million 
persons are out of work and another half-million 
are so discouraged they've stopped looking for 
jobs. 


The new House budget 
committee, 


moreover, has assumed a target of reducing un- 
employment only to 7.4% by the end of calendar 
1976 — a goal so conservative that many 
Democrats regard it as unacceptable. The 
Senate budget committee's unemployment 
target is even more conservative — 8% by the 
end of July 1976. 
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Mikva believes that the Democrat's relative 


reluctance to provide for more public service 
jobs is due in part to over-confidence that the 
big tax reduction bill already passed provides 
sufficient stimulus to economic recovery. But 
another major reason, in his opinion, is an ac- 
tive fear of increasing the huge deficits already 
in prospect, and being blamed for those deficits 
by President Ford. 


The House budget committee proposes a 


deficit of 173.2 billion for fiscal year 1976; the 
Senate committee proposal would produce a 
deficit of $69.6 billion. Ford's budget calculated 
that there would be a $60 billion deficit, and he 
has left no doubt that be would attack as in- 
flationary any deficit out of the general 160 to 
$70 billion range. 


In fact, however, the $7J billion deficit 


projected by the House wotdd represent 4.4% of 
a Gross National Product atifluted at $1.7-I 


trillion. The Democratic Study Group has 
pointed out that the $12.8 billion deficit for 
fiscal year 1959, during the last big recession, 
was about 4% of that year's G.N.P. Since the 
unemployment situation now is worse than it 
was then, a deficit beyond the $60 billion to $70 
billion range would not necessarily be out of 
line.

Both George Meany of the A.F.L.-C.I.O. 


and Rep. Brock Adams of Washington, chair- 
man of the budget committee, contend that the 
primary cause of the deficit is going to be the 
recession itself, rather than excessive spending 
by Congress. That is, every increase of one per 
cent in unemployment in today's economy 
results in a $16 billion increase in the federal 
budget deficit. 


That $16 billion is accounted for by $14 


billion in lost tax revenues and $2 billion in in- 
creased spending for unemployment compensa- 
tion. Adams therefore calculated that if un- 
employment could somehow be reduced to 
4.2% in fiscal 1976, the Ford budget would be in 
balance and the House and Senate budget 
proposals not far out. 


No amount of job-creating programs, of 


course, could produce a result so spectacular, 
but these figures do suggest that, as Meany told 
a House subcommittee, "The problem is not the 
budget and the budget deficit. The problem is 
the jobs." 


Aside from these economic calculations, 


there may be a good political reason for the 
Democrats to open up the purse and the deficit 
in an effort to put more people back to work. 
Ford intends to capitalize upon any improve- 
ment in the unemployment rate in 1976 to claim 
that under his administration, the recession has 
bottomed out and things are looking up. And 
while the Democrats will counter that, if so, it 
was their tax cut that was responsible, a presi- 
dent in office usually gets much public credit for 
improving economic times. 


On the other hand, what will the Democrats 


be able to claim? For the party of Franklin 
Roosevelt to go into an election campaign 
boasting an unemployment target of over 7% is 
not much of a platform, tax cut or no tax cut. 


But if the Democrats openly accept Ford's 


challenge on the budgetary issue, with the 
stated purpose of putting people back to work 
more quickly than he or they now contemplate, 
they will have a traditional Democratic plat- 
form and can make the solid economic claim 
that they are attacking the major cause of the 
deficit - unemployment. 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. - 


"You and I haven't had a cup of 
coffee together in a long time," 
said Richard Nixon. He had 
fixed this pot himself, and 
hastened to assure a frowning 
secretary that it was the first cup 
he had tasted all afternoon. 
Evidently he has been forced to 
cut back on his Navy coffee- 
guzzling habit 


Hie last time I had seen him 


was during the final week of his 
presidency, nine months ago, 
when be was under as much 
strain as any political figure had 
ever undergone. Since then 
Nixon had survived his brush 
with death and conflicting 
reports had come out of San 
Clemente that the former Presi- 
dent was either morose or confi- 
dent, still in poor health or on 
the mend. 


Nixon has not given any press 


interviews since his resignation, 
and will not give one now; he 
will say his piece in his own time 
and his own way. Under those 
rules, a visit by a former 
colleague turned journalist hard- 
ly seemed a good idea before, 
but on the day that Russian-built 
tanks knocked down the gates of 
the presidential palace in Saigon, 
it seemed to me useful to history 
to spend some time with Nixon 
under any rules. 
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No hard news in this column, 


then, either direct or indirect, 
about the Nixon reaction to the 
collapse of South Vietnam, the 
embittered charges of ex- 
President Thieu or the triumphs 
of isolationism in the United 
States. Only some general im- 
pressions of mine, for what they 
are worth: 


He looks much better. The 


haunted, hunted look of the final 
days in the White House-turned- 
bunker is gone. He is ruddy from 
the California sun, able to talk 
for an hour or so with a visitor 
without visibly tiring; the hand 
holding the coffee cup is steady. 


He sits with his leg elevated on 


the ottoman of the velvet- 
covered chair that traveled with 
him from his New York apart- 


ment in the 60's, to the Lincoln 
sitting room, and finally to the 
office of what used to be called 
the Western White House on 
Coast Guard property near 
Camp Pendleton, Calif. 


Nixon is not unmindful of the 


irony of Camp Pendleton's being 
the receiving point for so many 
of South Vietnam's refugees. It 
is as if they and he, who had 
been locked'together throughout 
his presidency, wound up aban- 
doned on the same doorstep 
though there is considerable 
difference between their straits 
and his. A cartoon in the Los 


Angeles Times shows a refugee, 
bowl in hand, at the door of 
Nixon's home: "We're your 
Camp Pendleton neighbors, Mr. 
Nixon; may we borrow a cup of 
rice.'9"

Such mocking by fate cannot 


but hurt, and the renaming of 
Saigon as Ho Chi Minn City — 
which had been the communist 
goal all the while they had been 
professing talk of peace — surely 
smarts as well. But Nixon 
remains publicly silent, not even 
putting out any "it is known that 
he believes" leaks, because he is 


determined not to say anything 
or empower anybody to hint at 
anything that might be con- 
strued as less than total support 
of President Ford and Secretary 
Kissinger. 


Talking to Nixon now is a 


more- heartening experience 
than anticipated because he has 
begun to look ahead, and no 
longer spends all his time 
brooding about everything that 
went sour. He is well briefed on 
current affairs, presumably from 
intelligence sources as well as 
from newspapers, and I hope he 
will have something to say about 


foreign policy before the fall of 
1977, when his book is scheduled 
to appear. 


Meanwhile, he has started 


work on his memoirs. He is 
limited to a few hours each day, 
during a period of convalescence 
that he expects to last until the 
fall, wheo he plans to increase 
his work load. He has been 
forced to begin at the beginning: 
Because the records of his White 
House years have not yet been 
made available to him, he has 
begun pouring over materials 
about his early life, his family, 
his beginnings in politics, his 
vice presidential years, the 1960 
defeat and his comeback. 
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Needless to say, this is not the 


portion of his memoirs for which 
the public breathlessly awaits, 
and he is aware that what he has 
to say about the 18 months 
following his re-election will 
determine how anything else he 
has to say will be received. 


But the law's delay in permit- 


ting his access to his White 
House records dictates his 
current subject matter, which is 
generally uplifting to work on. 
His fatalism is back, which is a 
source of strength, and when 
visitors probe to get his current 
feelings about Messrs. 
Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman, 


Mitchell and other unpardoned 
old colleagues, the former Presi- 
dent expresses only sadness for 
the wreckage of their lives. 
__ 


Nixon massages his knee 


and flexes it to get it to work, 
then rises to walk a visitor to the 
door. He wonders what souvenir 
he can give the visitor to take 
away, since there are no more 
presidential cuff links or golf 
balls for the concluding gesture 
he likes to make. A picture of 
Nixon in retirement — "the 
blue-coat shot" autographed by 
him, and not by Rose Woods for 
him — hits the spot. 


In parting, the former Presi- 


dent says matter-of-factly, "I'm 
surviving." And so he is; for the 
Ishmael of American politics, 
life goes on.

Sport Of Ice-Skating

I would like to comment on ice-skating in Lincoln. My son 


has for several years made one to two trips a day to Omaha so 
that he could actively engage in skating. It is my understanding 
that the ice at both Ak-Sar-Ben and Benson Park is used up to 20 
hours a day, seven days a week. This is with Pee-Wee Hockey, 4- 
H Skating, professional hockey, university hockey, public 
skating and the Omaha Figure Skating Club. 


Many times I have heard from Pershing Auditorium that 


the reason there is no skating is that they must make a profit — 
this, in spite of the fact that it is a municipal auditorium, incor- 
porated on a non-profit basis. To give some idea of the extent to 
which the so-called profit incentive is used in our auditorium, it 
should be noted that the City Recreation Department makes 
payments to the auditorium for certain public skating time. My 
son has been requested, during certain teaching sessions spon- 
sored by the City Recreation Department when ice is available, 
to assist and teach skating which he gladly and voluntarily does. 
When inquiry was made of Pershing officials if he could practice 
on those days when he assisted in teaching ice-skating to 
children, when no one else was on the ice, the profit incentive 
was the response — yes, he could practice — for $40 an hour! 
Some days he practices four to eight hours. Upon completion of 
the teaching sessions, when no one else is using the ice at 
Pershing, he must then go to Omaha so that he can practice. 


The Lincoln Figure Skating Club at one time had over 100 


members who were very active; this was at a time when the 
auditorium indebtedness was retired. With a change in 
auditorium management and the ensuing lack of ice, the club 
has now disbanded and many of its members go to Omaha. The 
University of Nebraska Hockey Team practices in Omaha, often 
at midnight or later, due to the lack of ice here. 


On the rare occasions when the auditorium has had ice 


available for public skating, with the minimum of publicity to 
the general public, most sessions have been crowded, particular- 
ly the late sessions (for university students). During Christmas 
vacation, the response to the City Recreation Skating Program 
was overwhelming. The scheduled classes were filled well in ad- 
vance, and the number who came to the auditorium without 
prior registration required three additional instructors. Private 
groups requested the ice for skating parties between public 
sessions, adding to the profit incentive. 


These are rare instances, however, as there is no regular ice 


schedule and advance planning for classes and/or parties is not 
possible. 


Possibly our profit incentive should be looked at from 


another standpoint; the profit that is available might not 
necessarily go to the City Auditorium. However, in the long-run, 
we might save some of the taxpayers' money from being 
expended by the juvenile and police departments by giving the 
youth and other citizens of our city the opportunity to use up 
some of their energies in the good, clean sport of ice-skating, 
whether it be playing hockey or figure skating. If ice were 
available, it would give the citizens of the community something 
to do instead of walking the streets and wondering what to do, 
particularly in the winter months when most recreation is 
forced indoors.

Basemen/ G/Ves Shelter 
As House Blows Away

OuUUte Nebraska Bureau • 
Omaha - the hospitalization 


of a cancer-stricken cousin was 
the occasion for Ev Meritt's ill- 
timed visit to Omaha. She and 
her daughter Sherri Meritt, 
both of Rapid City, S.D., were 
with the failing woman's hus- 
band, Lee McMahiU, at his home 
when the tornado sirens went 
off. 


McMahiU luckily had a base- 


ment to provide shelter. Five 
minutes later, that was all he 
had. The three, huddled shaking 
but uninjured in the basement, 
looked up to find the house had 
blown away. 


Lifted off the foundation by a 


tornado which ravaged west 
Gaidha Tuesday afternoon, the 
McMahill house blew across 84th 
St. — four lanes wide with a me- 
dian — and disintegrated in a 
chaos of toothpicks and two-by- 
fours in the backyard of the 
Michael Tierney residence 
facing the next street to the 
west. 


'Can't Rebuild' 


At least a half-dozen homes on 


that street, So. 84th Ave., were 
severely damaged, most of them 
demolished. "I don't know what 
people are going to do now,", 
said Tierney, shaking his head. 
"They can't rebuild. These 
houses are a total loss." 


Fortunately, he said, no one in 


the neighborhood was injured. 


Tierney's house at 4965 So. 


84th Ave. was in relatively good 
shape. The twister had exploded 
the roof of his kitchen, but the 
rest of the house — and most of 
the Tierney family's personal 
belongings — were intact. 


His next-door neighbor, An- 


drew Perich of «77 So. 84th 
Ave., was not so fortunate. The 
roof of his house, along with 
much of the family's personal 
property, had vanished. The 
house was a total loss. "I hope 
I'm insured," he said. 


Saw Apartments Hit 


Perich said he watched from 


the southwest window of his 
sunken family room as the 
massive, undefined black cloud 
ripped its way through the 
Wentworth Apartments — a 
huge complex of rental units to 
the southwest of his home and 
perhaps a quarter-mile away 
across an open field. "You could 
see it picking up everything," he 
said. "It just boiled." 


He and his daughter Anita 


hurriedly took cover. Like 
everyone else on the block, they 
escaped serious injury as the 
twister destroyed their home. 


"You heard the hollow sound, 


like a big roar, and then the glass 
started flying," said Perich, who 
added he has seen other tor- 
nadoes in Oklahoma. "You're 
just lucky to be alive," he said. 


The next house to the south 


was also in ruins. Maureen 
Murphy, daughter of Rev. and 
Mrs. Rovert A. Murphy of 4983 
So. 84th Ave., arrived home 
from" school just in time to warn 
her mother. Rev. Murphy was 
away. 


Barely Got Downstairs' 


"It was just coming across 


Wentworth when I got home," 
Maureen said. "We just barely 
got downstairs." She said the 
twister made a buzzing sound as 
it passed over and created a 
tremendous pressure in the 
ears. 


Next door to the,Murphys at 


8404 Lakeview stood the 
wrecked home of the Robert 
Frieszes. A married Fries* 
daughter, helping her mother 
and two brothers salvage per- 
sonal effects, wondered aloud 
whose insurance would replace 
the demolished home. Her 
parents had just sold it, she said. 


Across Lakeview, in an in- 


direct line between Wentworth 
and storm-wrecked So. 84th 
Ave., a row of mobile homes 
stood completely intact. A few 
trailer-dwellers stood in then: 
yard surveying the damage 
across the street in disbelief. 


Bedlam of Ambulances 


The aftermath of the storm 


was a bedlam of ambulances 
evacuating the injured from 
Wentworth Apts., policemen 
diverting curious crowds of per- 
sons to keep traffic lanes open 
for emergency vehicles, and 
homeowners trying to sustain a 
cheerful graveyard humor as 
they searched through the rub- 
ble for their belongings. 


McMahiU, troubled already by 


his wife's illness, now stood in 
his neighbor's backyard next to 
his beached bathtub, a dazed 
look on his face, trying to smile. 
Half a dozen friends sifted 
through the splinters of his 
house, sorting clothes and 
knickknacks and furniture into 
piles. 


Was his house insured? "I 


hope so," he said. "I don't know 
where the insurance papers are, 
but I'm not going to worry about 
that now. There's too much to 
do."

Hospital Damaged 


The Bergan-Mercy Hospital's 


self care unit, housing 35 
patients, was destroyed. The tor- 
nado also broke windows, over- 
turned furniture and brought 
down ceilings throughout the 
rest of the hospital. 


Some workers and patients 


suffered injuries, most injured 
by flying glass. 


However, the hospital 


remained in operation, treating 
at least some 50 of the injured. 


"Generally, the medical in- 


juries are pretty well under con- 
trol " said Public Safety Direc- 
tor Richard Roth. "Sightseers 
are the biggest problem . . . 
There are a lot of power lines 
down and it is dangerous for 
people to come into the area.". 


Exon was in Omaha for a 


speaking engagement Tuesday 
night at Offutt Air Force Base. 
Mayor Zorinsky was speaking to 
about 60 elementary school 
students at the new City-County 
building when the tornado hit. 


Taken Underground . 


The mayor said, "We told the 


students they were going to see a 
part of the building most classes 
never see." The students were 
then escorted to the un- 
derground floors as a safety 
precaution. 


Everett Rokahr, a teacher, 


was in Grandmother's Lounge, a

few blocks from the Wentworth 
complex, when the tornado 
struck.

About two miles north at Tem- 


ple Israel, Rabbi Sidney Brooks 
was conducting classes for about 
20 youngsters when the tornado 
knocked out all of the windows, 
damaged the ceiling and broke 
water mains.

Weathermen said that one 


large twister or possibly a twin 
funnel cloud caused the damage 
in the northwest section. They 
had no immediate explanation 
for the devastation in the 
southwest. 


Storm sirens began an eerie 


wail over Omaha about 4:30 p.m. 
as black clouds moved in from 
the southwest on the wings of a 
weak and slow-moving cold 
front. When the sirens stopped 
at 5:15 p.m., the skies had 
lightened and the twisters were 
gone. Hail, high winds and heavy 
rain accompanied the storm.

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Race Track Just 
Missed By Funnel

Omaha — Tuesday has to rank 


as one of the most harrowing 
days in the history of Ak-Sar-Ben 
horse racing. 


"Sure, we were scared," ad- 


mitted Ak-Sar-Ben executive 
director and general manager 
Dick Becker after a tornado 
narrowly missed striking the 
track during the height of 
Tuesday's racing program. 


"We had heard about the 


storm warnings aU morning," 
Becker said. "Our security peo- 
ple were on the roof and I think 
it was at about 4:40 that I told 
Bill (track announcer Bill 
Murphy) to read the an- 
nouncement." 


Murphy told patrons to move 


inside the grandstand away from 
exposed areas. 


With that, roof personnel — 


including stewards, placing 
judges and newsmen — raced 
downstairs as the tornado 
loomed near the Ak-Sar-Ben 
area. Apparently, Murphy and 
director of racing Neal Chicutt 
were the last to leave the roof. 


"We read the announcement 


at 4:40 and we raced again at 5 
p.m.," Becker said. "Of course. I 
was worried we might have to 
call the whole program off. We 
reaUy didn't know where it (tor- 
nado) was or how many there 
were. 


"Our security people told us a 


huge tornado was heading right 
towards us and then suddenly it 
swerved down 72nd St.," Becker 


said. "We were real fortunate 
that there was no damage here." 


Heavy damage was reported 


around the immediate Ak-Sar- 
Ben area, but apparently the 
barns, grandstand and grounds 
area at the track escaped the 
fury of the storm. 


After the tornado had passed, 


Becker said the Omaha Police 
Department and Ak-Sar-Ben 
were in close contact as to 
whether or not to proceed with 
the scheduled program. 


"They advised us not to caU 


off the races and send 8,000 or 9,- 
000 people out on the streets," 
Becker said. "The outside gates 
leading to and from the track 
were blocked temporarily." 


Ak-Sar-Ben officials turned on 


the public pay telephones after 
the storm passed to allow 
patrons to call out and inform 
their friends and relatives they 
were safe. Rules prohibit the 
public telephones from being in 
operation during racing hours. 


The storm delayed the start of 


the third race about six minutes. 
The rest of the program con- 
tinued without incident, 
although it was obvious the 
patrons and officials were still 
jittery.

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Ed Dept. Finishes 
'Rule 14' Hearings

The State Department of 


Education wrapped up a series 
of statewide meetings Tuesday 
in a final Lincoln hearing to 
review the proposed minimum 
regulations and procedures for 
approving all Nebraska school 
districts. 


Approval regulations set out 


the lowest level for legal opera- 
tion of a school district, and the 
proposed "Rule 14" includes 
new standards for elementary 
and non-public schools. 


Hugh Harlan, Education 


Department school management 
services administrator, said the 
State Board of Education on 
Friday will set an official 
hearing date, probably in June 
or later. 
' 


Meanwhile, later this month, 


the board will review Rule 14 
revisions based on suggestions 
by educators who attended the 
seven meetings from Bassett to 
Beatrice. 


Average attendance at each 


meeting was about 130, with the 
smallest showings at Millard and 
Lincoln, where about 40 offered 
changes based on their schools' 
needs. 


"We want these regulations 


to be reasonable and workable, 
but meaningful as far as es- 
tablishing requirements for a 
sound, basic education," Harlan 
said. 


Spokesmen for the small 


Class I and Class VI districts 
have objected to the first-time 
standards for elementary 
schools, saying that is an attempt 
by the state board to close them 
down and reorganize the dis- 
tricts, totaling more than any 
other state in the U.S. 


But Harland said that worry 


didn't emerge at the meetings. 
Educators "expressed specific 
concerns, but in every instance, 
they've provided some reason or 
rationale" to alter the original 
document. The Education 
Department will "give serious 


consideration" to them all. 


He noted the small districts 


may have two deviations from 
the regulations without penalty. 
"It provides them tremendous 
flexibility, and we expect them 
to use that logically in main- 
taining a good school," he said. 


"The topic of most concern," 


Harland said, "is our new ap- 
proach to assigning teachers in 
the schools, which makes the 
governing body (board) of the 
school responsible directly to the 
school community, rather than 
to the State Department of 
Education." 


That proposal, which requires 


90% of elementary teachers in 
each school to hold elementary 
teaching endorsements on their 
certificates and 75% of all secon- 
dary teachers endorsed in the 
area they teach, drew "mixed" 
reaction, he said. 


Calling it a "crucial issue" in 


quality education, Harlan said he 
anticipates no problem for 
elementary schools, but the en- 
dorsement requirement could 
"pose some problem" for the 
small secondary school, where 
"in some cases, dual 
assignments are necessary." 


Still, "We don't feel this is an 


unrealistic regulation," he said. 


A required statement 


of philosophy by school boards 
should be based on puDlic input, 
Harlan told those attending the 
Lincoln meeting. He warned 
against "canned" goals for 
children that embrace "ideals 
that aren't our own" locally. 


He said the Nebraska Assess- 


ment Battery of Essential Lear- 
ning Skills (NABELS), when it's 
complete, "will assure us that 
our kids are learning the three 
R's," or indicate that schools are 
making every effort to teach 
them. 


Administering NABELS or its 


equivalent will be required, with 
student scores of 100% to insure 
that children in kindergarten 
through 6th grade have mastered 
essential skills.

A black telephone sits on one 


chair and the new city-county 
human services director sits on 
the second chair in an empty 
storage room he calls his office. 


Robert L. Clark says he likes 


to start from scratch. And that's 
just what he's doing as the first 
man in a newly created govern- 
ment position, working out of an 
office with no desk, no filing 
cabinets — only boxes on the 
floor. 


Clark, 37, spent Tuesday, his 


first day on the $20,400-a-year 
job, 
meeting county com- 


missioners and staff and sitting 
in on the first of innumerable 
meetings and conferences which 
will take up much of his time in 
future months. 


What Clark knows about the 


new city and county position is 
contained in a one-page general 
job description which ranges 
from recommending city and 
county funding priorities to 


assessing the needs of county 
residents of human services. 


Variety is something Clark 


enjoys in a job and variety he 
will certainly get as he talks with 
private, public and government 
service agencies, learning about 
their programs, plans and fun- 
ding problems. 


Clark, who prefers the term 


"people programs" over 
"human services," has a varied 
career of helping people get back 
into society's mainstream. 


His experience ranges from 


giving diagnostic tests to inmates 
coming into the Nebraska penal 
system (a job he left because it 
put him to sleep) to helping draft 
a statewide plan for developing 
community alternatives to in- 
stitutionalization. 


A job at an Iowa state school 


for the retarded convinced Clark 
that the real world, not an in- 
stitution, is usually the best 
place for retarded, handicapped 
or emotionally disturbed in- 
dividuals. 


The real test of a society, said 


Clark, is how they treat the less 
fortunate. "Do they shunt them 
aside in institutions, or do they 
try to integrate them into the 
mainstream of life?" 


"If we as a society can t deal 


with these problems (physical, 
mental or emotional handicaps, 
aged or juvenile problems) 
within the limits of our 
resources, then we are not very 
committed to the principles we 
espouse of democracy, the bill of 
rights, civil rights," said Clark. 


Clark, his wife Connie and 


their three children will be 
moving to a Lincoln home, just a 
few blocks from a Rose St. house 
they lived in 10 years ago when 
Clark worked for the State Divi- 
sion of Rehabilitation. 


Eventually Clark will have a 


desk (now on order), a secretary 
and a clearer picture of his 
duties and responsibilities to 
the city and county governments 
and the people of Lancaster 
County.

New York - In the not too 


distant future mobile homes, 
which last year accounted for 
almost one out of every three 
single-family homes sold in the 
U.S., will come equipped with 
solar collectors atop them. Or, if 
a mobile home owner wants to 
set up house in a mobile home 
park, he may hook up to a 
money-saving central solar 


collector for hot water, heating 
and cooling. 


The cost of solar energy would 


be much less than conventional 
fuels and charges would be made 
to cover the park operator's in- 
itial 
investment 
and 


maintenance. 


The Department of Housing 


and Urban Development (HUD) 
and the National Bureau of Stan- 
dards have asked the American 
Institute of Architects (AIA) to 
come up with plans that incor- 
porate solar collectors into the 
design of homes and mobile 
home parks. The program is 


financed by the federal govern- 
ment, as is a prototype solar 
energized mobile home that the 
General Electric Co. has built. 
GE's home is a 60-ft-long unit 
with nineteen 3 x 8-ft collectors 
mounted on it. It is not for sale 
but is being used to collect data 
to determine the feasibility of 
solar energy for mobile homes. 


Most mobile home builders 


say they would not manufacture 
units with collectors on them un- 
less the collectors qualified for a 
tax break or subsidy. Their share 
of the single family market has 
risen from 9% in 1960 to about

operators would set up a central 
solar collection system to serve a 
number of units and charge the 
users for the solar energy. 


The AIA has contracted with 


eight architectural firms and two 
universities to design acceptable 
plans for collectors on homes 
and as a central system for a 
park. They are concerned with 
aesthetics so that the collectors 
blend in with the home and with 
the layout and scale of the park. 
For example, a California firm, 
RTL Inc., suggests rearranging 
the mobile units from the usual 
plan in which homes are lined up 
side-by-side along streets to 
placing them in a four-home 
quadrangle with a central lawn 
and carport on top of which solar 


collectors are placed. 


Another idea is to arrange the 


panels as sloping roofs which 
would make the normally flat- 
topped trailer look like a gabled 
single-family house. Another is 
to use the panels as patio protec- 
tors, porch roofs and window 
awnings. 


However, manufacturers will 


insist that the total cost doesn't 
exceed their top market price of 
$25,000. The average cost of a 
mobile home today is just under 
$10,000 in comparison with $38,- 
000 for a typical single family 
home built on a site.

Industrial growth in Nebraska

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Twister Levels 
Little Magnet

Tornadoes skipping through 


northeastern Nebraska Tuesday 
afternoon virtually* leveled the 
small Cedar County town of 
Magnet, caused extensive 
damage at Pierce, and destroyed 
farm buildings in several rural 
areas. 


Miraculously, ne injuries were 


reported. Residents had been 
alerted for possible torandoes 
via National Weather Service 
warnings. 


Magnet's business section was 


demolished and practically every 
house in town was either 
destroyed or damaged. The com- 
munity, located in extreme 
southwestern Cedar County, has 
a population of 88. 


Hit Elevator First 


Entering the southeast corner 


of Magnet, the funnel cloud 
destroyed the elevator, lumber 
yard, grocery store, Phillips 66 
oil station, city hall and a 
number of storage buildings, ac- 
cording to Ernie Voss, post- 
master at nearby McLean, who 
arrived on the scene shortly after 
the tornado hit. 


As the tornado moved through 


the community in a northwester- 
ly direction, the funnel just mis- 
sed the Magnet school by about 
150 feet. 


Volunteer firemen from near- 


by communities aided in cleanup 
at Magnet. 


Sightseers in the tornado area 


were causing 
problems, 


authorities said. 


Early Afternoon 


Magnet was struck about 2:15 


p.m. after a tornado was first in- 
dicated about seven miles 
southwest of Norfolk at 12:30 
p.m., moving northward. 


The tornado was tracked to 


the Pierce vicinity where it 
struck the western portion of 
that community of 1,360, located 
10 miles northwest of Norfolk. 


In Pierce one of the three tor- 


nadoes in the area swirled 
through a block and a half wide 
path, narrowly missing the 
town's elementary school, where 
some 200 students were huddled 
in the hallway. 


"Thank God we didn't get 


hit," said principal Donald Cook. 
"We were as close to it as I ever 
want to be." 


Ripped Chimneys 


The high winds tore off several 


chimneys on the Pierce school 
building and at least one window 
was shattered. 


Don Zimmer, Pierce civil 


defense director and publisher 
of the Pierce County Leader, 


said "we feel very, very for- 
tunate there were no injuries." 


In addition to damaging the 


elementary school, the tornado 
at Pierce demolished an unoc- 
cupied trailer, tore half the roof 
off the Foster Manufacturing 
Co. 'building and took the roof 
completely off the Bennett 
Grain building. 


Chris Tensen said he was 


working his field near Pierce 
when be saw a twister on the 
ground, another to the east of 
Pierce and another to the north 
and east. 


Trees, Lines Downed 


Trees and power lines were 


knocked down at Pierce. 
Firemen, civil defense personnel 
and volunteers were called for 
assistance. 


Heavy livestock losses and 


considerable damage to a couple 
of farms about five miles north 
of Pierce was reported by 
authorities. 


At least three farmsteads — 


southwest of Winside in Wayne 
County suffered storm damage. 


All the buildings except the 


house were destroyed on the 
Chester Marotz farm, located 
about six miles southwest of 
Winside. Boards were .blown 
through windows at the Marotz 
home and were found embedded 
in the walls. No one was injured, 
Marotz said, but several head of 
livestock were killed. 


Dale Deck, who farms about 


one mile west of Marotz, also 
lost all his farm buildings but the 
house. Deck's brother, Myron, 
whose farm is one-quarter mile 
west, also reported damage from 
the funnel. 


Touched Near Colon 


Another twister touched down 


southeast of Colon in Saunders 
County on the Wally Anderson 
farmstead. A corn crib was 
moved off its foundation and a 
two-car garage was blown apart.

FmHA Official Talks 
About Loan Program 


By DOMINICK COSTELLO

"Virtually every loan is 


different and each farmer's 
problem is different," said Bud 
Riblett, head of the farmer 
programs division of Fanners 
Home Administration (FmHA) 
loans in Lincoln. 


"And there is a lot of confu- 


sion about how the loan 
programs work," he said. 


Riblett responded to questions 


and complaints about the loan 
program in an effort to unsnarl 
some of the misunderstandings 
that have turned up about the 
programs. The programs are 
designed to aid financially 
troubled farmers. 


"This series of programs is the 


most difficult to administer that 
I have experienced in 20 years," 
Riblett said. 


A part of the problem ap- 


parently comes from the fact 
that there are separate programs 
for livestock producers and crop 
producers. 


The crop program is weather 


related while the livestock losses 
are termed economic in nature, 
even if it is in part due to 
weather problems. 


"The crop program is 


designed to cover actual losses 
suffered by the farmer because 
of a disaster, such as drouth. He 
must have had at least a 10% 
reduction in his income to 
qualify and the maximum 
amount of the loan cannot be 
more than the amount of the 
loss," he explained.

program to plant the 1975 crop, 
nor can it be used to purchase or 
pay off debts on equipment not 
deemed essential to a fanning or 
ranching operation, such as an 
automobile," he said. 


The farmer is expected to go 


to his regular creditor to obtain 
credit for fertilizer, fuel, seed 
and other things needed to get 
his 1975 crop in the ground. 


Some farmers have com- 


plained that bankers have 
refused to extend credit to 
farmers who have a disaster 
loan. Riblett, however, said 
there is no real reason for the 
refusal. 


"We try to secure these loans 


with real estate whenever possi- 
ble. Some farmers early in the 
program did have chattel securi- 
ty on cattle and machinery but it 
is only on these specific items 
and not on any other property 
the Tanner may own," he said. 


Riblett added that chattel 


mortages were required when a 
farmer operated only rented 
land or lacked adequate equity 
in his land to cover the amount 
of the loan. 


The crop disaster loans do 


have two attractive features in 
spite of the limitations on them. 
"They have five years to pay 
back the money and the annual 
interest is only 5% of the prin- 
cipal," he said. 


Normally a fifth of the prin- 


cipal and all the interest is due 
each year, but FmHA realizes it 
may not be that easy so-it is 
possible to reduce the first year's 
payment, or if the crop year is 
excellent, to speed up the repay- 
ment, according to Riblett 


The cattle emergency loans 


are different in that they are for 
three years with the possibility 
of a two-year extension. 


One similarity is that the loans 


can be made only to fanners 
who can demonstrate an ability 
to repay them with interest. 


The cattle loans are made by a 


local lender, but guaranteed by 
the federal agency. 


The agency also can lend 


money to farmers to buy land or 
to operate their farm on 
although both of these programs 
are running out of funds for this 
fiscal year. New funds won't be 
made available until the next 
fiscal year begins July 1.

Bank Official Remains 
Missing A Year Later 


Grand Island (AP) - It's been 


more than a year now since bank 
official Mike Wadkins dis- 
appeared. 


Wadkins, 33, was an assistant 


vice president in the installment 
loan department of the Overland 
National Bank. 


He was last seen when he was 


stopped on a rountine vehicle 
safety check by the Nebraska 
State Patrol. That was April 25, 
1974. 


Three days later the pickup 


was found abandoned near a 
sandpit south of Gibbon. 


Bags Of Records 


Investigators 
found three 


plastic bags containing Wadkins' 
personal records and records of 
the bank buried in the sand near 
the truck. 


Scuba divers recovered a 


bowling bag from the sandpit 
while trying to locate Wadkins' 
body. 


Hall County Sheriff C. F. 


Headley said the bag contained 
checks made out to Wadkins and 
to the bank, $25 in cash, a racing 
form, Fonner Park tickets and a 
wrist watch that stopped on the 
day he disappeared. 


A man matching Wadkins' 


description purchased a motor- 
cycle in Hastings on the same 
day under the name of George 


Morgan, according to the State 
Patrol. 


Recovered Later 


The motorcycle had been seen 


in the back of the truck and was 
recovered several days later in 
Lexington. 


Buffalo County Sheriff Vern 


Newbold said evidence indicates 
the motorcycle was unloaded 
from the truck and driven from 
the scene. The cycle had plates 
belonging to a Grand Island firm 
that didn't know they were mis- 
sing. 


Wadkins was declared a mis- 


sing person and the FBI has 
charged him with allegedly 
"making false entries into the 
records of Overland National 
Bank." 


Richard E. Whitaker, FBI 


agent in charge of the investiga- 
tion, declined to disclose if or 
how much money was allegedly 
taken from the bank by Wadkins. 


Whitaker said no new leads 


have developed in the last year. 
"We have nothing to go on," he 
said. 


Body Not There 


Foul play has not been ruled 


out. But Whitaker said, "We 
know his body wasn't where we 
found the other stuff." 


Wadkins, a native of Phillips, 


raised horses as a hobby and was 
part owner of a race horse. 


Itinerant Waterproofers' 
Work Said 'Worthless' 


A group of waterproofers 


whose work has been called 
"worthless" are thought to be 
travelling through Nebraska. 


Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas 


Tuesday warned Nebraskans, 
particularly those living in rural 
areas, to avoid dealing with the 
itinerant contractors. 


Douglas said the contractors 


are seeking to waterproof roofs, 
driveways, foundations and 
basements with an aluminum 
spray which is "worthless and 
will quite often wash off with the 
first heavy rain." 


"Recent arrests in Iowa and 


Kansas have shown that these in- 


dividuals use deceptive and 
fraudulent practices and prey 
upon elderly residents of older 
homes," he said. 


The Iowa attorney general in- 


dicated that 300 of these water- 
proofers gathered in the Des 
Moines area on May 1 and left 
that state after several were 
arrested. 


"It is suspected that a number 


of them have travelled into 
Nebraska and will be moving 
through rural areas." Douglas 
said.

residents can expect other 
economy measures to fight the 
effects of inflation and higher 
labor costs, but he did not 
elaborate. 


Zorinsky added that he hopes 


the reduction in city employes 
will not affect city services. 


City Finance Director George 


Richardson estimated that 
thehiring freeze will save the city 
$833,000 per year.

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Tuition Boost 'Surprises' Student Regent 


Young Kansas Man Said Wounded

University of Nebraska Student 


Regent James K. Say said Monday he 
was "surprised" and "disappointed" 
that NU President D. B. Vamer sought 
virtually no student input before 
proposing a $1 per credit hour tuition in- 
crease last Saturday. 


But Say offered a compromise — in- 


cluding matching state funds — which 
he said should be "compatible" to Lin- 
coln campus students. The Norfolk 
senior is also president of the 
Associated Students of the University of 
Nebraska (ASUN), the UNL student 
government body. 


Although Say has no vote as a student 


regent, he said at a press conference he 
favors the compromise 
ASUN 


executives drafted, rather than op- 
posing the tuition increase. 


The recommendations first call for 


the Legislature to view Varner's 
proposal as necessary because of 
current 
"inadequate 
budgetary 


recommendations" for NU. 


Yet because of recent increases in on- 


campus student housing rates, student 
fees and "probably increases" in the 
costs of supplies and books, "the stu- 
dent cannot be viewed as an untapped 
source of wealth," he said. 


"Secondly, the increase should be 


matched" dollar for dollar with state 
funds, he said. Say noted the state has 
"been remiss" for several years by not 
making NU faculty salaries competitive. 
Across-the-board pay hikes "still do not 
recognize the problem." 


Third, he said, the tuition increase 


should be allocated to bring UNL 
teacher pay to the average of the other 
Big 8 universities. While Say supported 


the idea of merit pay, "the most 
pressing need is for parity." 


Let Students Vote 


If the increase is approved but deter- 


mined unnecessary for faculty salaries 
after 1975-76 and tabbed for other 
budget items, then students should be 
allowed to decide if the higher tuition 
rate should stand or be reduced by $1 
per credit hour. 


Varner's proposal would increase 


resident student tuition by 5.6%, from 
approximately $18 to $19 per credit 
hour, and nonresident tuition by 2%, 
from approximately $48 to $49. The 
president said the increase would 
generate $600,000 for UNL, $300,000 for 
the Omaha campus, and $80,000 at the 
Medical Center in Omaha. 


"If it were going to increase ad- 


ministrators' salaries, there might be 
some objection" now, Say said. Varner 


would earmark the increase exclusively 
for 1975-76 faculty salaries. 


But "nobody's too sure this would 


always be earmarked" to award merit 
pay and also to eliminate inequities 
among departments, Say said. Without 
that assurance, as Varner has 
acknowledged, Say expressed a major 
reservation to approving the tuition 
boost at all. 


Not 'Wholehearted' 


UNL students "cannot give 


wholehearted 
endorsement" 
to 


Varner's catch-up pay move, Say said, 
but if the ASUN recommendations are 
followed, "neither can a majority of 
students wholeheartedly object." 


Say said a "major concern" on cam- 


pus was the timing of Varner's an- 
nouncement Saturday, the day after the 
Daily Nebraskan published its final edi- 
tion of the semester.

controversial tenure suspension 
last month. 


Petr said he's received no 


response from regents to a letter 
he sent the board expressing the 
Faculty Senate concerns and 
position on tenure, and offering 
faculty cooperation in drafting 
revised policies. Efforts are un- 
derway to unionize the faculty. 


Neither of the two resolutions 


approved has any binding effect. 


After considerable discussion, 


the senate approved the faculty 
leave program, but one member 
said amendments adopted in the 
proposal dilute it and could 
jeopardize the chance of it being 
implemented. 


The senate deleted a section 


which would've denied 
professional leave to faculty 
members age 59 and older. Since 


the entire faculty would thus be 
eligible now, Faculty Senate 
President Richard Gilbert said 
maximum cost estimates for the 
program must be revised up- 
ward. 


Estimates with the age limita- 


tion in effect were put at more 
than $298,000. That represents 
half pay for one-seventh of the 
eligible pool of 649 granted 
leave. 


To qualify, full-time faculty 


and administrators must have 
completed six appointment 
periods without such a leave, 
and hold the rank of assistant 
professor or higher, or the 
equivalent. The senate rejected 
an amendment which would've 
allowed eligibility for full-time 
instructors with a doctorate 
degree.

"I'd like for everyone to feel free 
to contact me" to improve com- 
munication between schools, 
parents and teachers. She said 
she's anxious to "get in and to 
learn what's going on and to do 
my homework well." 


It was the first board race for 


Mrs. Shafer, 40, of 2906 
Plymouth, who was appointed 
two years ago. "I will continue 
to do the best job I can" to main- 
tain the confidence that voters 
registered in her board perfor- 
mance, she said.

Today’s children must be 
educated to the realization that a 
major portion of their lives will 
be lived as “ senior citizens.” 
The Nebraska M edical 
Association reports that many 
authorities in the field of aging 
maintain that “ intelligent 
ap p licatio n of existing 
knowledge should produce an 
average life expectancy of 90 to 
100 or more years.” 
Experts suggest that perhaps 
the best approach to living 
together is “ Do unto your 
parents as you would have your 
children do unto you.”

I'll answer Mr. M.A.K. first. It 
is true that nerves can cause the 
patchy loss of hair, a condition 
known as alopecia areata. It is 
sometimes associated with 
extreme nervous shock. 
However, with your rapidly 
receding hairline you are 
probably undergoing a process 
called “male-pattem baldness,” 
which often starts in the 30s. It is 
usually hereditary, and the fact 
that your father is not bald 
doesn’t mean much. How about 
grandpa? 
There is no remedy I know of 
to stop the process. One study 
did show that a reduction of salt 
intake helped somewhat. You 
might be checked for anemia or 
a thyroid deficiency, both of 
which can contribute to 
baldness. In such cases, hair 
returns with proper treatment. 
Adequate protein in your diet 
is necessary to maintain a 
flourishing head of hair, but 
there is no evidence that in­ 
creased protein beyond normal 
required intake will actually 
grow hair. It may prevent con­ 
ditions in the scalp, though, that 
can lead to excessive hair loss. 
I have to tell another reader 
(G.F.) that the vaunted virility of 
bald-headed men is a lot of 
hogwash, probably invented by a 
desperate baldy. 
Miss M.B. has an obviously 
nerve-caused problem but a 
more manageable one. The 
m edical term for it is 
“ trichotillom ania,” and its 
origin lies in neurotic anxiety. To

and sometimes counseling. But 
since hair grows in cycles — the 
rate varying from person to per­ 
son — Miss M.B. can expect 
regrowth of her pulled-out hair 
in about three months. For­ 
tunately for such people, hair 
follicles turn out to be pretty 
stubborn mechanisms.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is using 
an ultra-violet lamp on the face 
dangerous in any way? I have 
heard that these lamps are good 
for acne if not overdone. 
How does this type of lamp 
work, and what, if any, effects 
can it have on my face? — T.A. 
D. 


The ultraviolet lamp can be 
dangerous in two ways. One is in 
injury to the eyes if they are not 
adequately shielded. The other 
is 
in 
skin 
burn 
from 
overexposure. They are the same 
dangers, in fact, to be en­ 
countered with sunlight, a 
natural source of ultraviolet 
light. This is why the lamp you 
refer to is also called a sun lamp. 
The lamp, though, holds more 
dangers because the rays tend to 
be more concentrated. 
Properly used, the lamp can 
be beneficial in acne, and for 
reasons that are not entirely 
clear. We do know that the con­ 
dition often is alleviated during 
summer months, and one 
probable reason is that the vic­ 
tims are more relaxed at this 
time of year. With summer ap­ 
proaching, you may notice some 
improvement yourself. 
I wouldn’t rush into a self­ 
prescribed ultraviolet-light treat­ 
ment. Some persons are more 
sensitive to the rays, so I 
couldn’t not knowing your facial 
complexion, suggest any 
exposure time for you. 
Ultraviolet treatment is usual­ 
ly prescribed in connection with 
other forms of therapy, and the 
best advice I can offer you, if you 
have a serious case of acne, is to 
practice scrupulous skin 
hygiene, and seek the help of a 
dermatologist who can evaluate 
your individual case.

Dear Dr. Thosteson; In the 
morning, when I first look into 
the mirror, I notice this very thin 
skin over my eyelids. It appears 
to be scaly. When I remove it, 
the area is sensitive to the touch.

I use eye shadow very light­ 
ly. Could this be causing it? — 
.N.H. 
You might suspect the eye 
shadow or perhaps your finger­ 
nail polish, both common causes 
of contact dermatitis, which you 
seem to have. The skin can often 
develop a sensitivity to one or 
more of the ingredients in such 
substances, even after years of 
continued use. 
I doubt if a vitamin deficiency 
is involved.

The latest shoot ’em u p cops and robbers 
show fades ou t — ju st short of the ex citing 
conclu sion. 
It’s time for another commercial. Or two. Or 
three. 
Bu t no one stirs. No one heads for the 
refrigerator for a beer or snack . 
C.W. McCall and Mav is tak e ov er the tu be 
for another installment of their continu ing 
“Old Home Fill er Up and Keep On Tru ck in’ 
Cafe” romance. 
The Old Home Bread commercial is one of 
few that captu res the attention of the telev i­ 
sion au dience. 
Pretty Sorry State 
For the most part, Lincoln homemak ers 
think commercials are in a pretty sorry state 
of affairs. Some, lik e C. W. and Mav is, are 
clev er, they say , bu t most are “du ll, du mb, 
stu pid,' homemak ers told The Star du ring a 
morning telephone su rv ey . 
The “baseball, hotdogs, apple pie and 
Chev rolet” commercial is lik ed by some of the 
homemak ers. And so are some — mind y ou , 
some — of the gimmick s — the cats that sing 
or cha-cha, the dogs that talk . 
Bu t the homemak ers drew the line right 
there. Commercials, as Mrs. Stanley Patzel, 
1220 No. 37 th St., pu ts it “are generally poor. 
They don’t appeal to the intelligent v iewer.” 
Talk ing Down 
Mary Hawk ins, 1925 No. 62nd St., echose 
those sentiments: “Some definitely ” talk 
down to the v iewing au dience. 
“One I hate the most” has Joey Heatherton 
lolling on a mattress, she say s. 
Mrs. Hawk ins has bones to pick with other 
commercials — those that show women in 
high heeled shoes scru bbing floors or painting 
a room leav ing the “$1.000 cou ches” u n­ 
cov ered. “I don’t care how good paint holds to 
the bru sh or rollers, it's bou nd to splatter,” 
she say s. 
Mrs. Robert A. Minter, 2001 So. 7 7 th St., 
doesn’t lik e commercials that pit one produ ct 
against the other. ‘‘They ’re so silly ,” she say s. 
The techmqu e often preju dices her against the 
adv ertised produ ct. 
At least she remembers the name of the 
produ cts adv ertised in that manner. The ‘‘du ll 
and u ninteresting” commercials don't ev en do 
that. “I can’t tell when they ’re throu gh what 
the produ ct was,” Mrs. Minter say s. 
Little or No Impact 
The majority of those interv iewed said com­ 
mercials hav e little or no impact on which 
produ cts they bu y . Some ev en lead them to 
av oid pu rchasing a particu lar brand. 
Too many commercials are shown ov er and 
ov er, complains Mrs. Lewis Edwards of 
Emerald. Repetition mak es her su spect the 
produ ct. “Any thing that’s adv ertised that 
mu ch on TV, I don’t bu y . It’s a big money ­ 
mak ing scheme,” she say s. 
Mrs. Edwards bu y s the produ cts that hav e 
prov en effectiv e for her. 
Bu t Mrs. Max Cav ey say s she sometimes 
tries new produ cts “to see if they ’re really as 
good as they show on TV.” 
Mrs. Hawk ins has fou nd that some aren’t 


that good. The “more ex pensiv e brand” of 
dish detergent that su pposedly goes fu rther 
“mak es my hands crack and bleed,” she say s. 
One lau ndry detergent “they ’re alway s adv er­ 
tising mak es my family break ou t in rashes.” 
Promises Not Met? 
Mrs. Clarence (Lena) Deer, 2635 Scott Av e., 
senses beforehand that some produ cts aren’t 
all they ’re crack ed u p to be. Referring to a 
mu ch adv ertised ov en cleaning produ ct that 
claims to do it itself, ov ernight, she say s, “I 
k now y ou can’t ju st wipe it off in the morning. 
You hav e to u se a little pressu re behind it.” 
Abou t half the 16 homemak ers su rv ey ed 
said they were glad to hav e women in telev i­ 
sion commercials — bu t qu estioned the roles 
they play . 
Women still are being u sed as “glamorou s 
sex sy mbols” rather than “really k nowing 
abou t things,” say s Mrs. Hawk ins. Citing com­ 
mercials in which in long gowns comment on 
the lu x u riou s interiors of au tomobiles, she 
say s, “She nev er pu ts her little head u nder the 
hood and mentions the carbu retor or any thing 
abou t the engine.” 
Mrs. Delian Schlau tman, 4619 Greenwood, 
say s abou t “7 0% of the commercials are better 
than the programs’’ they sponsor, bu t she 
criticized commercials for not u sing women 
properly — the women “are u su ally more 
glamorou s” than the norm and, hence, do not 
depict tru e life. 
Woman’s Lot Improv ing 
Bu t Mrs. G. H. Magru der, 7 640 Lex ington, 
say s a woman’s lot in commercials is im­ 
prov ing. “She u sed to be some cu te, y ou ng 
chick all dressed u p,” she say s. “Now women 
are more ordinary look ing . . . and some are 
older.” 
The homemak ers interv iewed indicated 
they were “tu rned off” by men doing all the 
promoting of a produ ct while women silently 
do all the work — filling the washing machine, 
mopping the floor, cleaning the toilet bowl. 
Mrs. Patzel say s that helps “downgrade” 
women. 
And Mrs. Charles Siler, 321 Glenhav en Dr., 
say s some of those commercials adv ertising 
home care produ cts are “more su ited” to 
women bu t “it seems lik e women whou ld do 
the talk ing. If she is doing the work there is no 
reason why she shou ldn’t tell abou t it (the 
produ ct), too.” 
Men Shou ld Polish 
Mrs. Jack (Gizella) Folmer, 1525 Arapahoe, 
say s she’d lik e to see more commercials lik e 
the ones in which men polish the tloor or do 
the lau ndry . 
“Men wash clothes, too,” she say s. “Lots of 
men help arou nd the hou se. Any way , the 
maching does the work . All y ou do is pu t in 
the clothes and tu rn it on.” 
Pam Bitterman say s word-of-mou th will sell 
a produ ct faster than ev en the best commer­ 
cial. “The k ind of commercial I lik e is a friend 
will tell me she think s something is really good 
or ev en cheaper.” 
No matter how mu ch they interru pt the 
family ’s fav orite telev ision program, no 
matter how offensiv e they mav be to some, 
commercials are a necessary .ev il. 
“If we didn’t hav e them, we wou ldn't hav e 
telev ision,” observ es Mrs. Deer. 
Revol ti ng Women 
Begi 
nni 
ngTo Revol t 
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By KAREN PETERSON 
Women in telev ision commercials are 
rev olting—literally . 
And they are rev olting. 
Actresses are fed u p to their dish-pan hands 
with the insipid roles they are ask ed to play , 
and also with discrimination in job oppor­ 
tu nities. 
So say the women of the Screen Actors 
Gu ild, tak ing their place along side other 
feminists who hav e been shou ting abou t the 
situ ation for some time. 
To begin with, say s a spok esperson with the 
Gu ild, “There are twice as many women u sed 
in TV commercials as men. Bu t of the roles we 
do get, 80% seem to portray some hou sewife 
acting lik e a dolt.” 
Analy sis Pu blished 
The Screen Actors Gu ild (SAG) has 
pu blished the first statistical analy sis of the 
relativ e u se of men and women in TV com­ 
mercials. The women’s committee of SAG 
fou nd that ov erall, men ou tnu mber women 
two to one. Bu t in certain categories of per­ 
formers, the differences are a lot more 
dramatic. 
Sharon Conners, SAG’s women’s committee 
cochairwoman, say s 93% of the lu crativ e “off- 
camera, speak ing principal” roles go to men. 
And 7 1% of the off-camera singing principals 
are male. 
Ms. Connors points ou t that off-camera roles 
are ex tremely important to performers. 
Becau se they ’re not seen and aren’t identified 
in the pu blic’s mind with a certain produ ct, 
these actors can get more jobs than many on- 
camera stars. 


Commercial work is v ital to the Screen Ac­ 
tors Gu ild in these day s of a wobbly motion 
pictu re indu stry . The latest statistics av ailable 
show TV commercials prov ide abou t 53.6% of 
SAG members’ total income, or abou t $7 3.5 
million. That’s opposed to 27 .2% of member 
income from TV films and 18.4% from 
theatrical featu res. 
SAG say s women are getting only the 
k itchen’s share of that money . 
Ag encies Ira te At First 
Say s Ms. Co nno rs, “ When we first bro ug ht 
o ur study o ut, sev era l a dv ertising a g encies 
were ira te, sa y ing o ur sta tistics must be 
wro ng . But g ra dua lly they checked up 
themselv es, a nd ha v e let us 
know we’re rig ht .• 
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‘I do think we are seeing some changes in 
the u se of women, bu t not radical ones. I don’t 
think the people who produ ce telev ision com­ 
mercials tru ly realize that they fav or men, and 
that the women’s roles they do create are 
demeaning. What we’re doing now is really 
consciou sness raising, to let the indu stry k now 
how we feel.” 
Within the nex t few months some SAG ac­ 
tresses are going to tak e consciou sness-raising 
a step fu rther. Ms. Connors reports, “We re 
going to go to the adv ertising agencies with 
ou r own ‘commercials,’ little play s to show 
them how they can u se more women, and u p­ 
grade their image. Why can’t we hav e female 
insu rance salespersons, female bank ers?” 
‘Idiot Hou sewife’ 
Many actresses wou ld lik e to av oid the 
“idiot hou sewife” role, say s Ms. Connors, bu t 
can’t. “Let’s face it,” she notes, “we can’t go 
to an au dition and say ‘I won’t tak e this part. 
It doesn’t reflect reality .’ We can’t afford not 
to work any more than y ou can. We are going 
to concentrate more in the fu tu re on women’s 
image in adv ertising, bu t right now we re con­ 
cerned most with the bread-and-bu tter 
statistics.” 
Those statistics are ou tlined in the SAG su r­ 
v ey . That project screened a random sample 
of 340 TV commercials from the 656 su bmitted 
for awards from the adv ertising commu nity 
itself to its “Clio” organization in 1973. 


Men in commercials dominate all the major 
produ ct grou ps, inclu ding ev en the “female 
oriented” categories. In some produ ct grou ps 
a woman does hav e a slightly greater chance 
of finding a job than in others — su ch as “non­ 
alcoholic bev erages” — bu t the odds improv e 
for her only as an ex tra. 
Ex tras don’t get those all-important 
residu als.” And residu als can mean from $1,-- 
500 to $20,000 more a y ear for a single com­ 
mercial, the stu dy indicates. 
“Tru e, we are seeing some changes, some 
crack s,” conclu des Ms. Connors. “Recently , 
I’v e seen two au to commercials u sing a female 
as the major spok esperson. Cars hav e been 
totally a man’s field in the past. May be adv er­ 
tisers are discov ering women bu y au tos, too.” 
“ Tha t’s the ty pe o f thing we need fro m the 
a g encies, pro ductio n co mpa nies, TV sta tio ns, 
a nd a dv ertisers. Mo re qua ntity fo r wo men — 
a nd mo re qua lity ,” she sa y s.

residencies of which 43 would be 
in family practice; 307 residen­ 
cies of which 55 would be in 
family practice in 1976-77 ; 317 


residencies of which 51 would be 
in family practice in 1977-78 ; 320 
residencies of which 60 would be 
in family practice in 1978-79. 
After sending LB571 over its 
first floor hurdle, the lawmakers 
gave 30-5 first round approval for 
a $586,045 funding bill to cover 
residency expansion costs.

Awaits Reac tion Of 
Key state senators Tuesday 
submitted to Gov. J. Jam es 


Exon a compromise proposal for 
construction of new state prisons 
in Lincoln and Omaha. 
W hether the governor will 
accept the new plan is open to 
serious question. 
If he doesn’t, Sen. Roland 
Luedtke of Lincoln said, “the 
people who sidetracked the 
original program in LB417 must 
take the responsibility to pass 
the bill with sufficient strength 
to overcom e a gubernatorial 
veto.” 
Third Delay 
Otherwise, the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee chairman 
said, 
prison 
construction will be delayed for 
the third year in a row. 
The bill originally called for 
construction of a single 300- 
inm ate prison in Lincoln to 
replace the Men’s Reformatory. 
Sen. John Cavanaugh III of 
Omaha 
engineered 
a 
floor 
amendment which substituted 
two smaller facilities for the 
single new medium-minimum 
security institution. 
Luedtke, Cavanaugh and other 
senators involved in the prison 
plan then conferred with Exon 


to seek agreement on a com­ 
promise proposal. The optimism 
which followed that meeting last 
week was not so apparent among 
senators this week. 
Exon Unpredictable 
“ I don’t know what the gover­ 
nor will do,” Luedtke said. 
T h e 
s e n a to rs 
had 
been 
scheduled to meet with Exon 
again Tuesday, but they were 
not ready to confer with him 
w h e n 
t h e 
g o v e r n o r 
wa s 
available. 
Luedtke said he can “go along 
philosophically” with the new 
plan which, he said, is “very con­ 
sistent” with legislative penal 
reform recommendations.

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Appropriations Committee Endorses NU Tuition Hike

The Le g isla tu re ’s Ap­ 
propriations

Tuesday gave its 6-2 blessing to 
University of Nebraska Presi­ 
dent D. B. Varner’s proposal to 
hike student tuition fees in order 
to provide a fund for faculty 
salary merit pay hikes. 


Varner s proposed $1 per 
credit hour boost in student fees 


is a matter for the NU Board of 
Regents to decide. 
But the legislative committee 
built the prospective new 
revenue into the university’s 
budget so it can be used for 
faculty salary hikes if the regents 
decide to boost the fees. 
Bo nus Ra ises 
Those proposed salary in­ 
creases would come on top of 
the salary adjustments proposed 
in legislative budget bills. Under 
Corporate Tax Hike 
Given Tentative OK 
By The Associated Press 
The Legislature voted 27-7 
preliminary approval Tuesday 
for a compromise, 20% increase 
in corporate income tax, which 
could bring in $18 million depen­ 
ding on further legislative ac­ 
tion. 
The 20% increase advanced 
after a plan for a 40%> tax boost 
on corporate income over $25,- 
000 failed. 
Springfield Sen. Orville Keyes’ 
graduated corporate tax increase 
failed to advance on a vote of 20- 
28. After Keyes’ higher increases 
failed, Omaha Sen. George Syas 
said, “The corporations have the 
vote all tbe time in this 
Legislature. The fact is, they 
always have, and always will.” 
The corporate tax rates are 
tied to the personal income tax 
rate. 
Waverly Sen. Jerome Warner 
said the increase advanced 
Tuesday would raise $6.5 million 
at current tax rates. The current 
personal income tax rate is 10% 
of federal obligation. 
If that were raised to 12%, 
that could bring in $14 million 
more in corporate taxes. He said 
a 13% personal income tax rate, 
as proposed by Gov. J. James 
Exon, combined with the bill ad­ 
vanced Tuesday, would bring in 
an additional $18 million in cor­ 
porate taxes per year. 
LB123 advanced Tuesday after 


Lincoln Sen. Wally Barnett 
amended the bill to provide a 
20% increase in corporate taxes. 
Under the Barnett plan, cor­ 
porate taxes would be set at 30% 
of personal income tax rates. 
Warner took objection to Syas’ 
remarks on corporate control of 
the Unicameral. He said he was 
tired of senators attacking the 
Legislature. 
Syas said he would not vote for 
an increase in other taxes 
without a hike in corporate 
taxes. “I think the middle class 
people are being clobbered to 
death. ” 


Later in the day, senators 
began consideration of LB589, 
the governor’s proposed hike in 
the personal income tax rate to 
13%. That measure would 
automatically boost the cor­ 
porate rate to 3.25%. 
Sen. Leslie Stull of Alliance 
proposed an amendment which 
would allow the governor or a 
majority of the members of the 
Board of Equalization to call the 
board into session to adjust tax 
rates at any time. 
Sen. Eugene Mahoney of 
Omaha argued that the 
Legislature itself should set the 
rates since it establishes the 
level of appropriations. 
The Stull amendment was 
pending when the Legislature 
adjourned for the day. 


Legislators Approve 
Agencies' Budget Bill 


With only one slight change, 
the Legislature Tuesday ap­ 
proved $86 9 million in state tax 
funding for a dozen state agen­ 
cies as recommended by the Ap­ 
propriations Committee. 
Included in the budget bill 
were operational funds for the 
departm ent 
of 
Pu b lic 
Instituions. the Department of 
Public Welfare and the Depart­ 
ment of Correctional Services. 
All together, the measure, 
LB605, appropriates $211.9 
million for operation of the 12 
agencies during fiscal 1975-76. 
Yet to come is floor action on 
major education agencies, in­ 
cluding the University of 
Nebraska. 
High State Support 
LB605, which cleared its first 
test on a 34-3 vote, would in­ 
crease state tax support for 
Public Institutions from the 
current $24.7 million to $31.4 
million. 
Included in that figure are 
$18.9 million for mental health 
programs and $8.6 million for 
mental retardation. 
The bill hikes state tak support 
for Public Welfare from $37.6 
million to $41.8 million, most of 
which goes for medicaid 
payments and for aid to depen­ 
dent children. 
County Judges' 
Raises Receive 
First Round OK 
After haggling for nearly an 
hour, the Legislature gave first 
round approval Tuesday to a bill 
granting outstate county judges 
a 24% pay raise, and raising the 
pay of Douglas and Lancaster 
County judges by 5%. 
LB141 advanced on a 28-5 vote 
carrying an amendment that 
would: 
—Raise the pay of outstate 
judges from $20,000 to $24,000. 
—Raise the pay of Lancaster 
and Douglas County judges from 
$27,500 to $29,000; but it would 
also allow the individual coun­ 
ties to add another $2,500 to that 
if they wished. 
Senators rejected a series of 
amendments offered by various 
lawmakers. 
They ranged from a proposal 
for a flat 5% increased, offered 
by Holbroock Sen. Richard 
Lewis, to one by Omaha Sen. 
John Cavanaugh that would have 
paid metropolitan county judges 
$30,000 and outstate judges $26,- 
000. The Cavanaugh proposal 
would also have allowed Douglas 
and Lancaster Counties to add 
$2,500 to a judge’s pay at their 
discretion. 


Welfare's total budget is $123.7 
million. 
The Correctional Services 
general fund budget would be 
boosted from $8.4 million to 
$10.3 million, including money 
for Gov. J. James Exon’s 
federally funded program of cor­ 
rectional improvements. 
$200,000 Earmarked 
The committee earmarked 
$200,000 specifically for im­ 


proved educational and medical 
services and equipment at the 
Penal Complex. 
The only change in the budget 
proposal was authored by Sen. 
Eugene Mahoney of Omaha, 
who added about $17,000 to the 
funding of the Commission on 
Mexican-Americans to maintain 
a full-time staff member in 
Scottsbluff. , 
The Mahoney amendment was 
accepted on a 26-6 vote. 
That raised the commission’s 
budget, one of the smallest in 
the bill, to nearly $89,000. 
Proposal Defeated 
Sen. Glenn Goodrich of 
Omaha attempted to add $150,- 
000 in funding for the regional 
mental health office in the 
Omaha area, but that suggestion 
was rejected on an 18-29 count. 
Tuesday’s vote completed in­ 
itia l floor action on five 
operational budget bills 
providing $444.2 million in ap­ 
propriations for 67 state agencies 
in fiscal 1975-76. 
Included in that total is $156.5 
million in state tax funding. 
Mahoney’s addition of $17,000 
is the only change thus far from 
the com m ittee’s d o llar 
recommendations. 
Also advanced from first stage 
debate was LB609, a capital im­ 
provements budget bill financing 
maintenance, fire and life safety 
improvements and minor 
modificiations. 
The bill, endorsed on a 31-1 
vote, is an $8.6 million package. 
New construction projects will 
be considered in a separate bill.

The State Justice Department 
questioned the constitutionality 
of an amendment to an ap­ 
propriations bill Tuesday, ear­ 
marking $92,000 in the Gover­ 
nor’s Emergency Fund to repair 
a dam in Sarpy County. 
The Legislature Monday 
amended LB604 to tag part of 
the emergency fund to provide 
flood protection for citizens 
around Hansen Lake. 
“We are of the opinion that 
the proposed amendment would 
not accomplish its apparent pur­ 
pose because of the failure to 
amend the law dealing with the 
Governor’s Emergency Fund,” 
the opininon from Atty. Gen. 
Paul Douglas’ office said. 
It added that even if the law 
were changed, “ our court might 
very well find it to be in violation 
of one or more constitutional 
provisions.”

To Buy Campuses 
In other action, the committee 
approved nearly $1.7 million in 
funding to purchase campuses 
for technical community 
colleges in Omaha and Lincoln. 
A $449,000 appropriation was 


earmarked for campus planning 
and site acquisition in Lincoln 
for the Southeast Nebraska 
Technical Community College. 
Some $1.2 m illion was 
allocated for site acquisition in 
South 
Omaha 
for 
the 
Metropolitan Technical Com­ 
munity College. Two-year cost of 
the project was pegged at $1.6 
million. 
Some $300,000 would be reap­ 
propriated to the college from 
1974-75 funding, and $920,000 
would be taken from the Omaha 
state office building fund to 
complete 1975-76 funding. 
Strong Support 
The two-campus proposal was 
sponsored by Sen. John Savage 
of Omaha, with strong support 
from Sen. Shirley Marsh of Lin­ 
coln. 


It cleared the committee on a 
7-0 vote. 
Sen. Leslie Stull of Alliance 
attempted to add a $200,000 ap­ 
propriation for planning and 
design of a new plant sciences 
complex on NU’s East Campus 
in Lincoln. 
But that motion, even with a 
$10 million limit on the project’s 
eventual cost, fell one vote short 
of approval. 
A revised cost estimate on the 
facility has ranged up to $14 
million, a figure which Simpson 
said is too high. The project may 
trigger a floor fight later this 
week. 
$1.7 Million Added 
On a 6-2 vote, the committee 
decided to add $1.7 million in 
special education funds for the 
Department of Education to a 


pending 1974-75 deficit ap­ 
propriations bill. 
That money, Education Chair­ 
man Frank Lewis of Bellevue 
told the committee, is needed to 
pay for continued funding of the 
expanded special education 
program approved in 1974 enact­ 
ment of LB403. 
The $1.7 million restores the 
$10.3 million appropriation ap­ 
proved by the 1974 Legislature 
for operation of the program. 
Gov. J. James Exon had used his 
veto power to cut that figure to 
$8.6 million. 
The committee also approved 
a number of smaller budget ad­ 
ditions for Kearney State 
College, for the NU Medical 
Center and for technical com­ 
munity colleges in Milford and 
Sidney. 
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License Plate Fee Hike 
Sent Back To Committee 
By The Associated Press 
The Legislature Tuesday sent 
a bill back to committee which 
was designed to charge 
motorists an additional $2 once 
every three years when license 
plates are issued. 
The motion to send the bill 
back to committee was made by 
Omaha Sen. Ernest Chambers 
after Alliance Sen. Leslie Stull 
amended a bill to provide for the 
$2 increase. 
The bill, LB69, originally 
would have set deadlines for Ap­ 
propriations Committee action 
on the state budget. 
Stull took out all of the lan­ 
guage and substituted the $2 in­ 
crease. 
Stull said the increase was 


needed to pay the $1.8 million 
bill for issuing new plates next 
year. 
Bellevue Sen. Frank Lewis 
asked Stull, “ Where does the 
original $15.50 that we pay for 
those plates go?” 
Stull said it went for road con­ 
struction.

Larry Martinez, 24 , Lawrence 
V. Redshirt, 23, and Garret E. 
Wo unded Head, 21, hav e each 
been charged with o ne co unt o f 
ro bbery and two co unts o f 
assault with intent to do great 
bo dily harm. They are American 
Indians. 


The charges grew o ut o f a 
No v . 29, 197 4 , incident in which 
two men were beaten after a 
party . 


Defense mo tio ns charge the 
jury selectio n was designed “ to 
sy stematically ex clude perso ns 
so lely because they are members 
o f the Indian race” and that the 
defendants will be denied equal 


pro tectio n o f the laws and due 
pro cess in v io latio n o f the 
federal and state co nstitutio ns. 


Paul Co nley , a public defender 
representing Redshirt, said he 
will request that at least o ne In­ 
dian be included o n the jury . 


Co nley said fair representatio n 
is “ trial by y o ur peers,” adding 
no Indians hav e been cho sen fo r 
jury duty in Linco ln fo r the past 
20 y ears. 


“ It's alway s po ssible that a 
white jury will be unable to put 
away their anti-Indian beliefs,” 
he said. 


Bemie McGinn, chief deputy 
co unty atto rney , said he will ask 
fo r arguments o n the mo tio n 
Friday but said the trial 
pro bably will no t begin befo re 
July . 


He said the jury selectio n was- 
do ne in co mpliance with the 
statutes and the defense mo tio ns 
are do o med to failure. 
The defendants are free o n 
bo nd.

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U.S. Newspri nt Users Stocki ng Up

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Montreal (AP) — U.S. newsprint con­ 
sumers continued to build up their supplies 
of newsprint during March as a hedge 
against possible strike action at Canadian 
newsprint producers. 
U.S. newsprint users had slightly more 
than 1 million tons or a 57-day supply on 
hand at the end of March compared with 
707,302 tons or a 35-day supply a year ago. 


At the end of December U.S. consumers’ 
inventories were equal to a 44-day supply, 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association 
said Tuesday. 
About 80 major labor contracts covering 
40.000 workers in Canada’s pulp and paper 
industry came up for renewal May 1. 
Negotiations between the companies and 
the Canadian Paperworkers Union which 


represents the majority of the workers are 
scheduled to begin this week. 
Canadian newsprint producers account 
for about 70% of all newsprint used in the 
United States. 
Demand by American newsprint users 
helped push March shipments of Canadian 
newspnnt to the United States to 551,346 
tons.

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Staying Ahead----------------------------- — 
Air Fare War Sparks 
Wide Variety Of Rates 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York — We’ve been 
blessed, and cursed, with a new 
air fare war. It’s nice, because 
the price of travel has come 
down. But it’s a blasted nuisance 
to sort through dozens of 
promotional fares, trying to find 
the best rate to anywhere. There 
are something like 50 possible 
ticket prices between New York 
and Honolulu, I ’m told by 
Northwest Airlines, which has to 
know them all. 
The cheapest ones are en­ 
crusted with restrictions as to 
when and how you can fly. But 
with the patience of Job, you can 
probably find a way to fit your 
holiday schedule to the peculiar 
time requirements of one or 
another discount fare. 
The trick is to discover them 
all. William Houlihan, of 
Northwest's New York office, 
advises would-be vacationers to 
call airline ticket offices during 
the evening hours, when the 
employes are less rushed. Don’t 
ask for “ the’’ fare to your 
destination, because there isn’t 
just one. 
Instead, describe the trip you 
propose, and let the clerk make 
some suggestions as to what the 
best arrangement might be. Or 
better yet, put your problem in 
the hands of a travel agent, who 
should be up-to-date on the 
promotional fares of all the air­ 
lines. He doesn’t charge you 
anything (he’s paid by the air­ 
line), and his professional 
knowledge can save you hours of 
work. 
Examples Listed 
Here are some of the fares 
available: 
—The No-Frills Fare — 
Generally available between 
Florida and a growing number 
of American cities. You get no 
food and minimal amenities, 
although competition is rapidly 
sneaking a few luxuries (like 
drinks) into the cheap seats. The 
discount is 35%, good Monday to 
Thursday, in certain months, on 
fares paid at least seven days in 
advance. If you change • your 
mind, you forfeit $10 or 10%, 
whichever is larger. 
—A Night Coach Fare — 20% 
off on certain intermediate and 
long-distance routes. Most of 
these flights leave late at night, 
but some can be had at the crack 
of dawn. 
—A Day Coach Excursion — 
25% off for trips of at least 750 
miles. And a Night-Coach Excur­ 
sion — 30% off for trips of at

least 1,000 miles. You generally 
can’t get these fares on, 
weekends or during the peak 
summer season, but always ask 
because there are some excep­ 
tions. Your trip must last seven 
to 30 days. Fares are paid seven 
days in advance; there is usually 
no penalty if you cancel at the 
last minute. 
—A Plan-Ahead Fare — 
Round-trip only, transcontinen­ 
tal, for people willing to reserve 
60 days in advance, pay 30 days 
in advance, and forfeit $40 
if 
they can’t go. Discounts range 
from 30% to 407c, with the 
cheaper fares offered midweek 
and off season. 
—Vacation Tour Packages — 
For travelers willing to pay for 
such ground arrangements as 
hotels or auto rentals along with 
their plane tickets. On combina­ 
tion deals, the air-fare portion 
usually runs around 257c off. 
—Midweek Specials — On 
some routes, such as San Fran­ 
cisco to Hawaii, at either “frills’’ 
or “no-frills” rates. 
Other Discounts 
Other discount proposals have 
been filed with the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, including a 
lower night-coach fare, a youth 
fare, a fare for people over 65, 
and a family plan. But the CBA 
on April 23 turned down Trans 
World Airlines’ proposal to 
reduce domestic fares by one- 
third for youths, families, and 
the elderly. 
There are also some specials 
for overseas flights, but they’re 
not as exotic. All the scheduled 
airlines except Icelandic have 
the same rate card. The round- 
trip summer fare to Europe on 
Icelandic (New York to Luxem­ 
bourg, via Reykjavik) is $381 for 
people who sign up 60 days in ad­ 
vance, compared with $426 on 
the other airlines. 
The real competition among 
international airlines is in the 
area of inexpensive packaged 
tours. With Swissair, for exam­ 
ple, you can get a two-week 
vacation in Switzerland, hotels 
and some meals included, for^ 
$524 
plus $194 
for car rental. 
Icelandic offers travelers who 


want to camp in Europe a round- 
trip air fare (before June 1) of 
$290, plus $650 for a four-person 
camper for two weeks. (After, 
June 1, the air fare jumps to 
$420.) There are scores of other 
such trips available. 
To compare them, try a travel 
agent first. Or pay a visit to two 
or three airline ticket offices. 
But double-check the rates 
before making any final plans. 
Prices change so rapidly both 
here and abroad that you might 
have to pay a little more than 
you first expected.

Richling Accused Of Misrepresentation

An attorney for an Omaha 
man told the Nebraska Supreme 
Court Tuesday that the Douglas 
County prosecutor of 28 years 
ago — he’s now a judge — mis­ 
represented the weight of the 
evidence in two murder trials in 
an attempt to induce guilty 
pleas. 
J. William Gallup of Omaha, 
attorney for Charles McClelland, 
told the High Court “appellant’s 
treatment by Douglas County 
authorities was outrageous and 
inexcusable.” 
He was referring specifically 
to Theodore Richling, who is 
now a Douglas County district 
court judge. 
“Ever since his pleas were 
accepted, there has been a dark 
cloud hovering over the 
courthouse where they were 
entered,” Gallup said. “It is 
time that cloud was dissipated 
by the light of truth.” 
“Charles McClelland has spent 


28 years awaiting that light,” he 
added. 
In the case, McClelland 
pleaded guilty to charges of se­ 
cond degree murder in the 
shooting deaths of Robert and 
Elizabeth May on Aug. 27,1947. 
He was sentenced to life terms 
in prison. Gallup is trying for 
reversals of those convictions. 
At the time, Gallup said, 
McClelland was 17-years-old and 
he gave five or six written con­ 
fessions” to authorities. 
However, the attorney said, 
none of them were true and they 
were induced by claims of 
weighty evidence by the 
prosecution. 
As it turned out, the attorney 
said, “there was no evidence to 
connect appellant with the 
crime.” Further, he said, “none 
of appellant’s statements 
checked out with the physical 
evidence.” 
Referring to the activities of 
Richling as prosecutor, Gallup 


said, “the relentless, ambitious 
prosecutor went after appellant 
like a tiger after fresh meat. By 
the time he had finished with 
appellant, neither he nor his at­ 
torneys had any desire for a 
trial.” 
. 
Further, Gallup told the High 
Court that one Clyde Thomas, 
“appeared in the office oi this 
writer unsolicited and unan­ 


nounced” and ‘‘stated that 
prosecutor Richling admitted 
that he had convicted the wrong 
man.” 


Gallup said some of the 
claimed evidence which did not 
materialize was a revolver car­ 
tridge that matched and a 
package of blood-stained 
clothing.

Will Be Put In Gateway

Lancaster County drivers 


'should be able to take their 
licensing and driving tests at the 
Gateway Shopping Center 
before the end of summer. 


The County Board's two-year 


search for a new driver licensing 
. office ended Tuesday when the 
board unanimously voted to 
negotiate for leased space in the 
northeast section of Gateway 
Shopping Center, next to Baker 
Hardware Co. 


A proposed site at 47th and 


Baldwin Sts. was dropped in 
favor of the Gateway location. 
The University Place site had 
drawn protests from neighbors 
and area businessmen. Local 
traffic experts also felt that the 
47th and Baldwin location would 
create traffic problems in the 
neighborhood. 


The only criticism against the 


Gateway location — the high 
remodeling estimate — was dis- 
pelled when the architectural 
consultant told the board that 
the $35,500 estimate could be 
trimmed by one-fourth to one- 
third. 


Bill Fenton of the Davis, Fen- 


ton, Strange and Darling, 
architectural firm, said that the 
original remodeling estimate 
was based on the highest quality 
material. 


"The board has champagne 


ideas, but a beer income," said 
Commissioner Robert Colin as 
the board asked the firm to scale 
down the plans. 


Though the Gateway site will 


be more expensive than the lease 
estimates for 47th and Baldwin, 
the board will save money by 
having only one licensing office. 
The smaller Baldwin location 


would have been one of two 
county locations. 


County Treasurer 
Frank 


Golden has promised to provide 
staff at the Gateway office so 
that county drivers will be able 
to take their tests and pay for 
licenses in one stop. 


The Gateway location decision 


is the culminiation of more than 
two frustrating years as com- 
missioners searched for an 
adequate, centrally-located of- 
fice. Commissioners and staff 
members have looked at scores 
of buildings and have come close 
to leasing at least six different 
sites. 


Moving the licensing office 


from its present crowded space 
in the County-City Building will 
also open up space in the 
building for the long-awaited 
fourth Municipal Court room.

Within the past two'months 


the county commissioners have 
signed more than 50 resolutions 
requesting federal aid — all a 
part of Nuernberger's efforts to 
improve as many county roads 
and bridges as possible with 
federal money. 


Nuernberger plans to retrieve 


$450,000 in federal funds alloted 
to Lancaster County over the 
past three years, but little used. 


When that money is spent, 
Nuernberger said the county can 
get as much as $450,000 a year in 
further federal aid by seeking 
money not claimed by other 
Nebraska counties. 


He is also working to get a 


piece of the state's $4 milh'on an- 
nual share of Federal Highway 
Trust Fund (70-30 state-local 
split) for bridge improvements. 


Work on the 84th St. project 


should begin in July and the 
resurfacing will include 
everything except 0 to South St., 
according to Nuernberger. The 
road will not be closed during 
construction, he said. 


Wilson's 
Nomination 
Advanced 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee Tuesday approved the 
nomination of Lt. Gen. Louis H. 
Wilson Jr., who directed the 
military evacuation of Saigon, as 
the new commandant of the 
Marine Corps. 


The full Senate still must vote 


whether to confirm Wilson's ap- 
pointment, as recommended by 
the Armed Services Committee. 


Committee approval of Wilson 


came shortly after the outgoing 
commandant, Gen. Robert E. 
Cushman and the assistant com- 
mandant, Gen. Earl E. Ander- 
son, asked Navy Secretary J. 
William Middendorf II to accept 
their early retirement. 


Cushman, 60, and Anderson, 


55, were central figures in an in- 
ternal Marine Corps dispute over 
traditional letters sent to Marine 
generals by Cushman seeking 
their suggestions on his 
successor. 


The letters, which traditional- 


ly are returned unsigned, 
allegedly were coded so the iden- 
tity of those responding could be 
determined. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Ford defended on Tuesday 
night the evacuation of South 
Vietnam as "very successful" 
and said he was encouraged by 
reports of increasing support for 
his refugee 
resettlement 


program. 


In his first news conference 


since the fall of South Vietnam a 
week ago, Ford said critics of 
the evacuation of Saigon and 
U.S. ambassador Graham Mar- 
tin were "Monday-morning 
quarterbacks." 


During his 35 minutes on 


national television and radio, 
Ford was pressed on the after- 
math of the Vietnam war par- 
ticularly reports of a bloodbath. 


Asked if there is hard evidence 


of major retaliation by the Viet 
Cong or North Vietnamese 
against persons in the conquered 
areas, Ford replied, "As of now, 
no." 


By contrast, Ford said there is 


"very hard evidence" of the 
murder of 80 to 90 Cambodian 
military officers as well as their 
wives after the Khmer Rouge 
takeover there. 


The news conference opened 


with a question on lessons to be 
learned from the U.S. involve- 
ment in Vietnam. 


There should be no con- 


gressional inquiry into the war, 
Ford said. "It would be 
divisive." 


He admitted to being "disap- 


pointed and very upset" over 
reports from around the country 
of resistance to the resettlement 
of thousands of South Viet- 
namese refugees. 


This runs contrary to the 


American traditions, Ford said. 


Elsewhere, George Meany, 


president of the AFL-CIO, told a 
news conference that the United 
States has a moral responsibility

As a North Platte High School 
sophomore, Cindy Tatum is 
already matching sprinting 
strides with Nebraska’s foremost 
female track star and 1974 Sun­ 
day Journal and Star Girl Prep 
Athlete of the Year, Mary Lou 
Jasnoch. 


But Tatum isn’t obsessed with 
the desire to surpass Jasnoch’s 
three year accomplishments 
despite already owning a Gass A 
gold medal from the 1974 state 
track meet. 


She’s set no goals to win more 
gold medals or set more records, 
but if she accomplishes the one 
thing she’s set out to, all that 
may come. 


Tatum wants to steadily im­ 
prove her times over the next 
two years, and considering she’s 
already tied with Jasnoch in the 
100 (.10.8) and only two-tenths of 
a second off in the 220, the odds 
are better than even she’ll make 
it. 


Another plus factor for Tatum 
is her start — it’s not very good 
— so there’s room for improve­ 
ment. “I ’ve had a lot of trouble 
with it,” she said. “I think I’m 


just bringing the top of my body 
up too fast, but it costs me time 
in the shorter races.” 
Even with her admitted slow 
start, Tatum holds a share of the 
Gass A state meet record in the 
50, an event now dropped, and 
holds the Gass A 100 record by 
herself. 
Tatum and coach Linda 
Carlson have been working on 
the start this week trying to spot 
any flaws before Friday’s dis­ 
trict meet at North Platte. 
“ We video-taped the start this 
afternoon,” Tatum said 
Tuesday, “and they seem to be 
getting better.”

Veteran Farmer Returns To

Omaha — Bob Farmer has 
some very special memories of 
Ak-Sar-Ben. 
“ I scored my first win as a 
rider here in 1941 on a horse 
named Pargo,” said the veteran 
racing official who returned to 
Ak-Sar-Ben this year as a patrol 
judge after a short absence. “I 
never was an outstanding rider 
and I ’m sorry for that. 


“ It was my favorite occupa­ 
tion since I was a very young boy 
but for all the work I put into it, 
it was a very short career in­ 
deed,” he said. 
Sometimes, however, things 
happen for the best. 


A fter going ‘‘about 25 
mounts” without a win in 1940, 
Farmer finally broke the jinx at 
Ak-Sar-Ben. After scoring 
“about six wins” at Ak, he 
tallied 24 wins in 19 days to 
annex top rider honors at Beulah 
Park in Ohio. 
However, he was pressed into 
military service in 1942, thus 
ending his riding career. But 
that didn’t stop him from begin­ 
ning a new career as a racing of­ 
ficial. 
He began as a patrol judge in 
1956 at the now defunct race 
track at Toledo, Ohio. Since 
then, he has worked 12 tracks in 
capacities such as patrol and 
placing judge, paddock judge, 
identifier and clerk of scales. 


Bob Farmer 
Retu rn s To Omah a 


Farmer was once a regular of­ 
ficial on the Nebraska circuit. 
His last year traveling the entire 
five-track run in Nebraska was 
1972. 
“ Since then, I ’ve worked 
Oaklawn Park (in Hot Springs, 
Ark.) and the 60-day meet at 
Blue Bonnets in-Montreal and 
then the 120-day meet at Detroit 
Race Course,” he said. “This 
year, Hazel Park (near Detroit) 
starts on July 15 and Ak-Sar-Ben 
ends on the 12th, so it worked 
out great for me to come here. 
“I like working at Ak-Sar-Ben. 
This is my fourth year here and I 
really enjoy the people I ’m 
associated with,” he added. 
“I really had no idea I’d ever 
return here as an official,” he 


continued. “I wasn’t thinking in 
those lines at all, but now I ’m 
most grateful to be back.” 
Farmer, one of three Ak 
patrol judges, supervises the 
control tower to the right of the 
finish line. He watches the 
stretch run for irregularities. 
“I watch to see if the horses 
come in contact with each other 
or if anyone suffers any disad­ 
vantages,” he noted. “I’m a 
protector as well as an enforcer. 
If I see anything wrong, I call the 
stewards and advise them of 
what I saw. 
“Then they rerun the film. 
They make the final decision, 
but I ’m an aid to them,” he 
pointed out. 
One of the game’s most 


respected officials, Farmer 
noted the improvements that 
have occurred in thoroughbred 
racing since he’s been a partici­ 
pant and official. 
“They’ve put doors on the 
starting gates, installed the 
photo finish, the film patrol, 
started using the saliva and urine 
tests and the tatoo system,” he 
said. “I’t a far cry from the 1930 
movies that showed crooked 
jockeys and officials and doped 
horses in each race. 
“I feel honored to be in my 
position and I’m proud of my 
profession,” he said. “I’ve spent 
my entire productive life in 
racing and I have no regrets.” 
Racing undoubtedly feels the 
same about Bob Fanner.

Dear Doctor: I have an un- 


usual nervous habit. When I am 
sitting around I pull hair out of 
my head. Now, after six months, 
I have a large bald spot in my 
head. I must know, will it grow 
back? I am a female. How long 
will it take to grow back? — Miss 
M.B. 


I'll answer Mr. M.A.K. first. It 


is true that nerves can cause the 
patchy loss of hair, a condition 
known as alopecia areata. It is 
sometimes associated with 
extreme nervous shock. 
However, with your rapidly 
receding hairline you are 
probably undergoing a process 
called "male-pattern baldness," 
which often starts in the 30s. It is 
usually hereditary, and the fact 
that your father is not bald 
doesn't mean much. How about 
grandpa? 


There is no remedy I know of 


to stop the process. One study 
did show that a reduction of salt 
intake helped somewhat. You 
might be checked for anemia or 
a thyroid deficiency, both of 
which can contribute to 
baldness. In such cases, hair 
returns with proper treatment. 


Adequate protein in your diet 


is necessary to maintain a 
flourishing head of hair, but 
there is no evidence that in- 
creased protein beyond normal 
required intake will actually 
grow hair. It may prevent con- 
ditions in the scalp, though, that 
can lead to excessive hair loss. 


I have to tell another reader 


(G.F.) that the vaunted virility of 
bald-headed men is a lot of 
hogwash, probably invented by a 
desperate baldy. 


Miss M.B. has an obviously 


nerve-caused problem but a 
more manageable one. The 
medical term for it is 
"trichotillomania," and its 
origin lies in neurotic anxiety. To 
overcome it requires self control

and sometimes counseling. But 
since hair grows in cycles — the 
rate varying from person to per- 
son — Miss M.B. can expect 
regrowth of her pulled-out hair 
in about three months. For- 
tunately for such people, hair 
follicles turn out to be pretty 
stubborn mechanisms.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is using 


an ultra-violet lamp on the face 
dangerous in any way? I have 
heard that these lamps are good 
for acne if not overdone. 


How does this type of lamp 


work, and what, if any, effects 
can it have on my face? — T.A. 
D. 


The ultraviolet lamp can be 


dangerous in two ways. One is in 
injury to the eyes if they are not 
adequately shielded. The other 
is in skin burn 
from 


overexposure. They are the same 
dangers, in fact, to be en- 
countered with sunlight, a 
natural source of ultraviolet 
light. This is why the lamp you 
refer to is also called a sun lamp. 
The lamp, though, holds more 
dangers because the rays tend to 
be more concentrated. 


Properly used, the lamp can 


be beneficial in acne, and for 
reasons that are not entirely 
clear. We do know that the con- 
dition often is alleviated during 
summer months, and one 
probable reason is that the vic- 
tims are more relaxed at this 
time of year. With summer ap- 
proaching, you may notice some 
improvement yourself. 


I wouldn't rush into a self- 


prescribed ultraviolet-light treat- 
ment. Some persons are more 
sensitive to the rays, so I 
couldn't not kno\ving your facial 
complexion, suggest any 
exposure time for you. 


Ultraviolet treatment is usual- 


ly prescribed in connection with 
other forms of therapy, and the 
best advice I can offer you, if you 
have a serious case of acne, is to 
practice scrupulous skin 
hygiene, and seek the help of a 
dermatologist who can evaluate 
your individual case.

morning, when I first look into 
the mirror, I notice this very thin 
skin over my eyelids. It appears 
to be scaly. When I remove it, 
the area is sensitive to the touch. 
Could this be a vitamin deficien- 
cy? I use eye shadow very light- 
ly. Could this be causing it? — 
JV.H. 


You might suspect the eye 


shadow or perhaps your finger- 
nail polish, both common causes 
of contact dermatitis, which you 
seem to have. The skin can often 
develop a sensitivity to one or 
more of the ingredients in such 
substances, even after years of 
continued use. 


I doubt if a vitamin deficiency 


is involved.

Supreme Court To Uphold 
Durousseau Suspension? 


State Racing Commission at­ 
torneys Tuesday asked the State 
Supreme Court to uphold a 
lower court's decision suppor­ 
ting a commission revocation of 
L. J. Durousseau’s jockey 
license. 
The suspension resulted from 
a finding that Durousseau had 
attempted to use a mechanical 
device in the eighth race at Ak- 
Sar-Ben in Omaha on May 9, 
1974. 
The device was found during a 
check of jockeys just prior to the 
race. Durousseau, however, said 
he had no knowledge of the 
device and never saw it before a 
steward’s hearing. 
In terms of legal points, the 
jockey’s attorneys argued there 
were procedural defects in the 
handling of the matter by the 
State Racing Commission. The 
Douglas County District Court 
disagreed and the man’s at­ 


torneys appealed. 
Commission attorneys told the 
high court the commission had 
no choice but to suspend the 
jockey under the circumstances 
in the name of the public in­ 
terest.

The State Department of 
Education wrapped up a series 
of statewide meetings Tuesday 
in a final Lincoln hearing to 
review the proposed minimum 
regulations and procedures for 
approving all Nebraska school 
districts. 
Approval regulations set out 
the lowest level for legal opera­ 
tion of a school district, and the 
proposed ‘‘Rule 14” includes 
new standards for elementary 
and non-public schools. 
Hugh Harlan, Education 
Department school management 
services administrator, said the 
State Board of Education on 
Friday w ill set an official 
hearing date, probably in June 
or later. 
Meanwhile, later this month, 
the board will review Rule 14 
revisions based on suggestions 
by educators who attended the 
seven meetings from Bassett to 
Beatrice. 
Average attendance at each 
meeting was about 130, with the 
smallest showings at Millard and 
Lincoln, where about 40 offered 
changes based on their schools' 
needs. 
“ We want these regulations 
to be reasonable and workable, 
but meaningful as far as es­ 
tablishing requirements for a 
sound, basic education,” Harlan 
said. 
Spokesmen for the small 
Class I and Class VI districts 
have objected to the first-time 
standards for elem entary 
schools, saying that is an attempt 
by the state board to close them 
down and reorganize the dis­ 
tricts, totaling more than any 
other state in the U.S. 
But Harland said that worry 
didn't emerge at the meetings. 
Educators “ expressed specific 
concerns, but in every instance, 
they’ve provided some reason or 
rationale” to alter the original 
document. The Education 
Department will “give serious 


consideration” to them all. 
He noted the small districts 
may have two deviations from 
the regulations without penalty. 
“ It provides them tremendous 
flexibility, and we expect them 
to use that logically in main­ 
taining a good school,” he said. 
“ The topic of most concern,” 
Harland said, “is our new ap­ 
proach to assigning teachers in 
the schools, which makes the 
governing body (board) of the 
school responsible directly to the 
school community, rather than 
to the State Department of 
Education.” 
That proposal, which requires 
90% of elementary teachers in 
each school to hold elementary 
teaching endorsements on their 
certificates and 75% of all secon­ 
dary teachers endorsed in the 
area they teach, drew “mixed” 
reaction, he said. 
Calling it a “ crucial issue” in 
quality education, Harlan said he 
anticipates no problem for 
elementary schools, but the en­ 
dorsement requirement could 
“pose some problem” for the 
small secondary school, where 
“ in 
some 
cases, 
dual 
assignments are necessary.” 
Still, “ We don’t feel this is an 
unrealistic regulation,” he said. 
A required statement 
of philosophy by school boards 
should be based on pubbc input, 
Harlan told those attending the 
Lincoln meeting. He warned 
against “ canned” goals for 
children that embrace “ideals 
that aren’t our own” locally. 
He said the Nebraska Assess­ 
ment Battery of Essential Lear­ 
ning Skills (NABELS), when it’s 
complete, “will assure us that 
our kids are learning the three 
R’s,” or indicate that schools are 
making every effort to teach 
them. 
Administering NABELS or its 
equivalent will be required, with 
student scores of 100% to insure 
that children in kindergarten 
through 6th grade have mastered 
essential skills.

A black telephone sits on one 
chair and the new city-county 
human services director sits on 
the second chair in an empty 
storage room he calls his office. 
Robert L. Clark says he likes 
to start from scratch. And that’s 
just what he’s doing as the first 
man in a newly created govern­ 
ment position, working out of an 
office with no desk, no filing 
cabinets — only boxes on the 
floor. 
Clark, 37, spent Tuesday, his 
first day on the $20,400-a-year 
job, meeting county com­ 
missioners and staff and sitting 
in on the first of innumerable 
meetings and conferences which 
will take up much of his time in 
future months. 
What Clark knows about the 
new city and county position is 
contained in a one-page general 
job description which ranges 
from recommending city and 
county funding priorities to 


assessing the needs of county 
residents of human services. 
Variety is something Clark 
enjoys in a job and variety he 
will certainly get as he talks with 
private, public and government 
service agencies, learning about 
their programs, plans and fun­ 
ding problems. 
Clark, who prefers the term 
“ people programs’’ over 
“human services,” has a varied 
career of helping people get back 
into society’s mainstream. 
His experience ranges from 
giving diagnostic tests to inmates 
coming into the Nebraska penal 
system (a job he left because it 
put him to sleep) to helping draft 
a statewide plan for developing 
community alternatives to in­ 
stitutionalization. 
A job at an Iowa state school 
for the retarded convinced Clark 
that the real world, not an in­ 
stitution, is usually the best 
place for retarded, handicapped 


or emotionally disturbed in­ 
dividuals. 


The real test of a society, said 
Clark, is how they treat the less 
fortunate. “Do they shunt them 
aside in institutions, or do they 
try to integrate them into the 
mainstream of life?” 
“If we as a society can’t deal 
with these problems (physical, 
mental or emotional handicaps, 
aged or juvenile problems) 
within the limits of our 
resources, then we are not very 
committed to the principles we 
espouse of democracy, the bill of 
rights, civil rights,” said Clark. 
Clark, his wife Connie and 
their three children will be 
moving to a Lincoln home, just a 
few blocks from a Rose St. house 
they lived in 10 years ago when 
Clark worked for the State Divi­ 
sion of Rehabilitation. 
Eventually Clark will have a 
desk (now on order), a secretary 
and a clearer picture of his 
duties and responsibilities to 
the city and county governments 
and the people of Lancaster 
County.

The latest shoot 'em up cops and robbers 


show fades out — just short of the exciting 
conclusion. 


It's time for another commercial. Or two. Or 


three. 


But no one stirs. No one heads for the 


refrigerator for a beer or snack. 


C.W. McCall and Mavis take over the tube 


for another installment of their continuing 
"Old Home Fill 'er Up and Keep On Truckin' 
Cafe" romance. 


The Old Home Bread commercial is one of 


few that captures the attention of the televi- 
sion audience. 


Pretty Sorry State 


For the most part, Lincoln homemakers 


think commercials are in a pretty sorry state 
of affairs. Some, like C. W. and Mavis, are 
clever, they say, but most are "dull, dumb, 
stupid," homemakers told The Star during a 
morning telephone survey. 


The "baseball, hotdogs, apple pie and 


Chevrolet" commercial is liked by some of the 
homemakers. And so are some — mind you, 
some — of the gimmicks — the cats that sing 
or cha-cha, the dogs that talk. 


But the homemakers drew the line right 


there. Commercials, as Mrs. Stanley Patzel, 
1220 No. 37th St., puts it "are generally poor. 
They don't appeal to the intelligent viewer." 


Talking Down 


Mary Hawkins, 1925 No. 62nd St., echose 


those sentiments: "Some definitely" talk 
down to the viewing audience. 


"One I hate the most" has Joey Heatherton 


lolling on a mattress, she says. 


Mrs. Hawkins has bones to pick with other 


commercials — those that show women in 
high heeled shoes scrubbing floors or painting 
,a room leaving the "$1,000 couches" un- 
covered. "I don't care how good paint holds to 
the brush or rollers, it's bound to splatter," 
she says. 


Mrs. Robert A. Minter, 2001 So. 77th St., 


doesn't like commercials that pit one product 
against the other. "They're so silly," she says. 
The technique often prejudices her against the 
advertised product. 


At least she remembers the name of the 


products advertised in that manner. The "dull 
and uninteresting" commercials don't even do 
that. "I can't tell when they're through what 
the product was,"Mrs. Minter says. 


Little or No Impact 


The majority of those interviewed said com- 


mercials have little or no impact on which 
products they buy. Some even lead them to 
avoid purchasing a particular brand. 


Too many commercials are shown over and 


over, complains Mrs. Lewis Edwards of 
Emerald. Repetition makes her suspect the 
product. "Anything that's advertised that 
much on TV, I don't buy. It's a big money- 
making scheme," she says. 


Mrs. Edwards buys the products that have 


proven effective for her. 


But Mrs. Max Cavey says she sometimes 


tries new products "to see if they're really as 
good as they show on TV."

Revolting Women 
BeginningTo Revolt

Women in television commercials are 


revolting—literally. 


And they are revolting. 
Actresses are fed up to their dish-pan hands 


with the insipid roles they are asked to play, 
and also with discrimination in job oppor- 
tunities. 


So say the women of the Screen Actors 


Guild, taking their place along side other 
feminists who have been shouting about the 
situation for some time. 


To begin with, says a spokesperson with the 


Guild, "There are twice as many women used 
in TV commercials as men. But of the roles we 
do get, 80% seem to portray some housewife 
acting like a dolt." 


Analysis Published 


The Screen Actors Guild (SAG) has 


published the first statistical analysis of the 
relative use of men and women in TV com- 
mercials. The women's committee of SAG 
found that overall, men outnumber women 
two to one. But in certain categories of per- 
formers, the differences are a lot more 
dramatic. 


Sharon Conners, SAG's women's committee 


cochairwoman, says 93% of the lucrative "off- 
camera, speaking principal" roles go to men. 
And 71% of the off-camera singing principals 
are male. 


Ms. Connors points out that off-camera roles 


are extremely important to performers. 
Because they're not seen and aren't identified 
in the public's mind with a certain product, 
the^e actors can get more jobs than many on- 
camera stars. 


Commercial work is vital to the Screen Ac- 


tors Guild in these days of a wobbly motion 
picture industry. The latest statistics available 
show TV commercials provide about 53.6% of 
SAG members' total income, or about $73.5 
million. That's opposed to 27.2% of member 
income from TV films and 18.4% from 
theatrical features. 


SAG says women are getting only the 


kitchen's share of that money. 


Agencies Irate At First 


Says Ms. Connors, "When we first brought 


our study out, several advertising agencies 
were irate, saying our statistics must be 
wrong. But gradually they checked op 


eteHibt,. 


"I do think we are seeing some changes in 


the use of women, but not radical ones. I don't 
think the people who produce television com- 
mercials truly realize that they favor men, and 
that the women's roles they do create are 
demeaning. What we're doing now is really 
consciousness raising, to let the industry know 
how we feel." 


Within the next few months some SAG ac- 


tresses are going to take consciousness-raising 
a step further. Ms. Connors reports, "We're 
going to go to the advertising agencies with 
our own 'commercials,' little plays to show 
them how they can use more women, and up- 
grade their image. Why can't we have female 
insurance salespersons, female bankers?" 


'Idiot Housewife' 


Many actresses would like to avoid the 


"idiot housewife" role, says Ms. Connors, but 
can't. "Let's face it," she notes, "we can't go 
to an audition and say 'I won't take this part. 
It doesn't reflect reality.' We can't afford not 
to work anymore than you can. We are going 
to concentrate more in the future on women's 
image in advertising, but right now we're con- 
cerned most with the bread-and-butter 
statistics." 


Those statistics are outlined in the SAG sur- 


vey. That project screened a random sample 
of 340 TV commercials from the 656 submitted 
for awards from the advertising community 
itself to its "Clio" organization in 1973. 


Men in commercials dominate all the major 


product groups, including even the "female 
oriented" categories. In some product groups 
a woman does have a slightly greater chance 
of finding a job than in others — such as "non- 
alcoholic beverages" — but the odds improve 
for her only as an extra. 


Extras don't get those all-important 


residuals." And residuals can mean from $1,- - 
500 to 120,000 more a year for a single com- 
mercial, the study indicates. 


"True, we are seeing some changes, some 


cracks," concludes Ms. Connors. "Recently, 
I've seen two auto commercials using a female 
as the major spokesperson. Cars have been 
totally a man's field in the past. Maybe adver- 
tisers are discovering women buy autos, too." 


"That's the type of thing we need from the 


agencies, production companies, TV stations, 
and advertisers. More quantity for women — 
and more quality," she says.

all they're cracked up to be. Referring to a 
i 


much advertised oven cleaning product that 
claims to do it itself, overnight, she says, "I 
know you can't just wipe it off in the morning. 
You have to use a little pressure behind it." 


About half the 16 homemakers surveyed 


said they were glad to have women in televi- 
sion commercials — but questioned the roles 
they play. 


Women still are being used as "glamorous 


sex symbols" rather than "really knowing 
about things," says Mrs. Hawkins. Citing com- 
mercials in which in long gowns comment on 
the luxurious interiors of automobiles, she 
says, "She never puts her little head under the 
hood and mentions the carburetor or anything 
about the engine." 


Mrs. Dellan Schlautman, 4619 Greenwood, 


says about "70% of the commercials are better 
than the programs" they sponsor, but she 
criticized commercials for not using women 
properly — the women "are usually more 
glamorous" than the norm and, hence, do not 
depict true life. 


Woman's Lot Improving 


But Mrs. G. H. Magruder, 7640 Lexington, 


says a woman's lot in commercials is im- 
proving. "She used to be some cute, young 
chick all dressed up," she says. "Now women 
are more ordinary looking . , . and some are 
older." 


The homemakers interviewed indicated 


they were "turned off" by men doing all the 
promoting of a product while women silently 
do all the work — filling the washing machine, 
mopping the floor, cleaning the toilet bowl. 


Mrs. Patzel says that helps "downgrade" 


women. 


And Mrs. Charles Siler, 321 Glenhaven Dr., 


says some of those commercials advertising 
home care products are "more suited" to 
women but "it seems like women whould do 
the talking. If she is doing the work there is no 
reason why she shouldn't tell about it (the 
product), too." 


Men Should Polish 


Mrs. Jack (Gizella) Folmer, 1525 Arapahoe, 


says she'd like to see more commercials like 
the ones in which men polish the tloor or do 
the laundry. 


"Men wash clothes, too," she says. "Lots of 


men help around the house. Anyway, the 
maching does the work. All you do is put in 
the clothes and turn it on." 


Pam Bitterman says word-of-mouth will se1! 


a product faster than even the best commer- 
cial. "The kind of commercial I like is a friend 
will tell me she thinks something is really good 
or even cheaper." 


No matter how much they interrupt the 


family's favorite television program, no 
matter how offensive they mav be to some, 
commercials are a necessary .evil. 


"If we didn't have them, we wouldn't have 


television," observes Mrs. Deer.

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Bill To Provide More Family Physicians Gets OK 
By United Press International 
The Legislature gave 


preliminary approval Tuesday to 
a bill which contains a plan 
designed to provide more family 
practice physicians for 
Nebraska's rural areas by 
opening up more residencies. 


The vote for LB571 - a plan 


worked out over the last two 
years by the Unicameral's 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Committee and the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center — was 
35-4 despite questions raised by 
some lawmakers on whether it 
would live up to its billing. 


Under the bill, which amounts 


to only a policy statement 
beyond the coming fiscal year, 
the Medical Center's minimum 
residency program would in- 
clude for 1975-76 some 283 
residencies of which 43 would be 
in family practice; 307 residen- 
cies of which 55 would be in 
family practice in 1976-77; 317 


residencies of which 51 would be 
in family practice in 1977-78; 320 
residencies of which 60 would be 
in family practice in 1978-79. 


After sending LB571 over its 


first floor hurdle, the lawmakers 
gave 30-5 first round approval for 
a $586,045 funding bill to cover 
residency expansion costs.

Compromise Prison Program 
Awaits Reaction Of Governor

Key state senators Tuesday 


submitted to Gov. J. James 
Exon a compromise proposal for 
construction of new state prisons 
in Lincoln and Omaha. 


Whether the governor will 


accept the new plan is open to 
serious question. 


If he doesn't, Sen. Roland 


Luedtke of Lincoln said, "the 
people who sidetracked the 
original program in LB417 must 
take the responsibility to pass 
the bill with sufficient strength 
to overcome a gubernatorial 
veto." 


Third Delay 


Otherwise, the Judiciary Com- 


mittee chairman said, prison 
construction will be delayed for 
the third year in a row. 


The bill originally called for 


construction of a single 300- 
inmate prison in Lincoln to 
replace the Men's Reformatory. 


Sen. John Cavanaugh ni of 


Omaha engineered a floor 
amendment which substituted 
two smaller facilities for the 
single new medium-minimum 
security institution. 


Luedtke, Cavanaugh and other 


senators involved in the prison 
plan then conferred with Exon 


to seek agreement on a com- 
promise proposal. The optimism 
which followed that meeting last 
week was not so apparent among 
senators this week. 


Exon Unpredictable 


"I don't know what the gover- 


nor will do," Luedtke said. 


The senators had been 


scheduled to meet with Exon 
again Tuesday, but they were 
not ready to confer with him 
when the governor was 
available. 


Luedtke said he can "go along 


philosophically" with the new 
plan which, he said, is "very con- 
sistent" with legislative penal 
reform recommendations. 


"But whether the governor 


will go along is a big question," 
he said. 


2 Smaller Prisons 


The compromise plan calls for 


construction of a 200 to 250-man 
prison in Lincoln, costing $5 
million, and a 175 to 200-man 
facility in the Omaha area, 
costing $4 million. 


Some $650,000 in planning 


money would be appropriated 
for the facilities in the coming 
fiscal year. 


The Lincoln facility would be 


under construction by July 1, 
1976, and the Omaha facility by 
Jan. 1, 1977. 


An additional $50,000 would be 


appropriated to begin planning 
for new maximum security 
facilities for 250 inmates. Those 
facilities would improve or 
replace the Penitentiary. 


Plans would be completed by 


July 1, 1976. 


Luedtke said he is not sure the 


price tag for either the Lincoln 
or Omaha medium-minimum 
security facility is sufficiently 
high.

Given Tentative OK

The Legislature voted 27-7 


preliminary approval Tuesday 
for a compromise, 20% increase 
in corporate income tax, which 
could bring in $18 million depen- 
ding on further legislative ac- 
tion. 


The 20% increase advanced 


after a plan for a 40% tax boost 
on corporate income over $25,- 
000 failed. 


Springfield Sen. Orville Keyes' 


graduated corporate tax increase 
failed to advance on a vote of 20- 
28. After Keyes' higher increases 
failed, Omaha Sen. George Syas 
said, "The corporations have the 
vote all the time in this 
Legislature. The fart is, they 
always have, and always wilL" 


The corporate tax rates "are 


tied to the personal income tax 
rate. 


Waverly Sen. Jerome Warner 


said the increase advanced 
Tuesday would raise $6.5 million 
at current tax rates. The current 
personal income tax rate is 10% 
of federal obligation. 


If that were raised to 12%, 


that could bring in $14 million 
more in corporate taxes. He said 
a 13% personal income tax rate, 
as proposed by Gov. J. James 
Exon, combined with the bill ad- 
vanced Tuesday, would bring in 
an additional $18 million in cor- 
porate taxes per year. 


LB123 advanced Tuesday after 


Lincoln Sen. Wally Barnett 
amended the bill to provide a 
20% increase in corporate taxes. 
Under the Barnett plan, cor- 
porate taxes would be set at 30% 
of personal income tax rates. 


Warner took objection to Syas' 


remarks on corporate control of 
the Unicameral. He said he was 
tired of senators attacking the 
Legislature. 


Syas said he would not vote for 


an increase in other taxes 
without a hike in corporate 
taxes. "I think the middle class 
people are being clobbered to 
death." 


Later in the day, senators 


began consideration of LB589, 
the governor's .proposed hike in 
the personal income tax rate to 
13%. That measure would 
automatically boost the cor- 
porate rate to 3.25%. 


Sen. Leslie Stull of Alliance 


proposed an amendment which 
would allow the governor or a 
majority of the members of the 
Board of Equalization to call the 
board into session to adjust tax 
rates at any time. 


Sen. Eugene Mahoney of 


Omaha argued that the 
Legislature itself should set the 
rates since it establishes the 
level of appropriations. 


The Stull amendment was 


pending when the Legislature 
adjourned for the day. 


Legislators Approve 
Agencies' Budget Bill 


With only one slight change, 


the Legislature Tuesday ap- 
proved $86.9 million in state tax 
funding for a dozen state agen- 
cies as recommended by the Ap- 
propriations Committee. 


Included in the budget bill 


were operational funds for the 
department 
of 
Public 


Instituions, the Department of 
Public Welfare and the Depart- 
ment of Correctional Services. 


All together, the measure, 


LB605, appropriates $211.9 
million for operation of the 12 
agencies during fiscal 1975-76. 


Yet to come is floor action on 


major education agencies, in- 
tluding the University of 
Nebraska. 


High State Support 


LB605, which cleared its first 


test on a 34-3 vote, would in- 
crease state tax support for 
Public Institutions from the 
current $24.7 million to $31.4 
million. 


Included in that figure are 


$18.9 million for mental health 
programs and $8.6 million for 
mental retardation. 


The bill hikes state tax support 


for Public Welfare from $37.6 
million to $41.8 million, most of 
which goes for medicaid 
payments and for aid to depen- 
dent children. 
County Judges' 
Raises Receive 
First Round OK 


After haggling for nearly an 


hour, the Legislature gave first 
round approval Tuesday to a bill 
granting outstate county judges 
a 24% pay raise, and raising the 
pay of Douglas and Lancaster 
County judges by 5%. 


LB141 advanced on a 28-5 vote 


carrying an amendment that 
would: 


—Raise the pay of outstate 


judges from $20,000 to $24,000. 


—Raise the pay of Lancaster 


and Douglas County judges from 
$27,500 to $29,000; but it would 
also allow the individual coun- 
ties to add another $2,500 to that 
if they wished. 


Senators rejected a series of 


amendments offered by various 
lawmakers. 


They ranged from a proposal 


for a flat 5% increased, offered 
by Holbroock Sen. Richard 
Lewis, to one by Omaha Sen. 
John Cavanaugh that would have 
paid metropolitan county judges 
$30,000 and outstate judges $26,- 
000. The Cavanaugh proposal 
would also have allowed Douglas 
and Lancaster Counties to add 
$2,500 to a judge's pay at their 
discretion. 


50% Shore Bought

Sen. Glenn Goodrich of 


Omaha attempted to add $150,- 
000 in funding for the regional 
mental health office in the 
Omaha area, but that suggestion 
was rejected on an 18-29 count. 


Tuesday's vote completed in- 


itial floor action on five 
operational budget bills 
providing $444.2 million in ap- 
propriations for 67 state agencies 
in fiscal 1975-76. 


Included in that total is $156.5 


million in state tax funding. 


Mahoney's addition of $17,000 


is the only change thus far from 
the committee's dollar 
recommendations. 


Also advanced from first stage 


debate was LB609, a capital im- 
provements budget bill financing 
maintenance, fire and life safety 
improvements and minor 
modificiations. 


The bill, endorsed on a 31-1 


vote, is an $8.6 million package. 
New construction projects will 
be considered in a separate bill.

the emergency fund to provide 
flood protection for citizens 
around Hansen Lake. 


"We are of the opinion that 


the proposed amendment would 
not accomplish its apparent pur- 
pose because of the failure to 
amend the law dealing with the 
Governor's Emergency Fund," 
the opininon from Atty. Gen. 
Paul Douglas' office said. 


It added that even if the law 


were changed, "our court might 
very well find it to be in violation 
of one or more constitutional 
provisions."

Metropolitan Technical Com- 
munity College. Two-year cost of 
the project was pegged at $1.6 
million. 


Some $300,000 would be reap- 


propriated to the college from 
1974-75 funding, and $920,000 
would be taken from the Omaha 
state office building fund to 
complete 1975-76 funding. 


Strong Support 


The two-campus proposal was 


sponsored by Sen. John Savage 
of Omaha, with strong support 
from Sen. Shirley Marsh of Lin- 
coln. 


It cleared the committee on a 


7-0 vote. 


Sen. Leslie Stull of Alliance 


attempted to add a $200,000 ap- 
propriation for planning and 
design of a new plant sciences 
complex on NU's East Campus 
in Lincoln. 


But that motion, even with a 


$10 million limit on the project's 
eventual cost, fell one vote short 
of approval. 


A revised cost estimate on the 


facility has ranged up to $14 
million, a figure which Simpson 
said is too high. The project may 
trigger a floor fight later this 
week. 


$1.7 Million Added 


On a 6-2 vote, the committee 


decided to add $1.7 million in 
special education funds for the 
Department of Education to a 


pending 1974-75 deficit ap- 
propriations bill. 


That money, Education Chair- 


man Frank Lewis of Bellevue 
told the committee, is needed to 
pay for continued funding of the 
expanded special education 
program approved in 1974 .enact- 
ment of LB403. 


The $1.7 million restores the

sumers continued to build up their supplies 
of newsprint during March as a hedge 
against possible strike action at Canadian 
newsprint producers. 


U.S. newsprint users had slightly more 


than 1 million tons or a 57-day supply on 
hand at the end of March compared with 
707,302 tons or a 35-day supply a year ago. 


At the end of December U.S. consumers' 
inventories were equal to a 44-day supply, 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association 
said Tuesday. 


About 80 major labor contracts covering 


40.000 workers in Canada's pulp and paper 
industry came up for renewal May 1. 
Negotiations between the companies and 
the Canadian Paperworkers Union which 


represents the majority of the workers are 
scheduled to begin this week. 


Canadian newsprint producers account 


for about 70% of all newsprint used in the 
United States. 


Demand by American newsprint users 


helped push March shipments of Canadian 
newsprint to the United States to 551,346 
tons.

Air Fare War Sparks 
Wide Variety Of Rates

New York - 
We've been 


blessed, and cursed, with a new 
air fare war. It's nice, because 
the price of travel has come 
down. But it's a blasted nuisance 
to sort through dozens of 
promotional fares, trying to find 
the best rate to anywhere. There 
are something like 50 possible 
ticket prices between New York 
and Honolulu, I'm told by 
Northwest Airlines, which has to 
know them all. 


The cheapest ones are en- 


crusted with restrictions as to 
when and how you can fly. But 
with the patience of Job, you can 
probably find a way to fit your 
holiday schedule to the peculiar 
time requirements of one or 
another discount fare. 


The trick is to discover them 


all. William Houlihan, of 
Northwest's New York office, 
advises would-be vacationers to 
call airline ticket offices during 
the evening hours, when the 
employes are less rushed. Don't 
ask for "the" fare to your 
destination, because there isn't 
just one. 


Instead, describe the trip you 


propose, and let the clerk make 
some suggestions as to what the 
best arrangement might be. Or 
better yet, put your problem in 
the hands of a travel agent, who 
should be up-to-date on the 
promotional fares of all the air- 
lines. He doesn't charge you 
anything (he's paid by the air- 
line), and his professional 
knowledge can save you hours of 
work. 


Examples Listed 


Here are some of the fares 


available: 


—The No-Frills Fare — 


Generally available between 
Florida and a growing number 
of American cities. You get no 
food and minimal amenities, 
although competition is rapidly 
sneaking a few luxuries (like 
drinks) into the cheap seats. The 
discount is 35%, good Monday to 
Thursday, in certain months, on 
fares paid at least seven days in 
advance. If you change • your 
mind, you forfeit $10 or 10%, 
whichever is larger. 


-A Night Coach Fare - 20% 


off on certain intermediate and 
long-distance routes. Most of 
these flights leave late at night, 
but some can be had at the crack 
of dawn. 


—A Day Coach Excursion — 


25% off for trips of at least 750 
miles. And a Night-Coach Excur- 
sion — 30% off for trips of at 


least 1,000 miles. You generally 
can't get these tares on. 
weekends or during the peak 
summer season, but always ask 
because there are some excep- 
tions. Your trip must last seven 
to 30 days. Fares are paid seven 
days in advance; there is usually 
no penalty if you cancel at the 
last minute. 


—A Plan-Ahead Fare — 


Round-trip only, transcontinen- 
tal, for people willing to reserve 
60 days in advance, pay 30 days 
in advance, and forfeit $40 if 
they can't go. Discounts range 
from 30% to 40%, with the 
cheaper fares offered midweek 
and off season. 


—Vacation Tour Packages — 


For travelers willing to pay for 
such ground arrangements as 
hotels or auto rentals along with 
their plane tickets. On combina- 
tion deals, the air-fare portion 
usually runs around 25% off. 


—Midweek Specials — On 


some routes, such as San Fran- 
cisco to Hawaii, at either "frills" 
or "no-frills" rates. 


Other Discounts 


Other discount proposals have 


been filed with the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, including a 
lower night-coach fare, a youth 
fare, a fare for people over 65, 
and a family plan. But the CBA 
on April 23 turned down Trans 
World Airlines' proposal to 
reduce domestic fares by one- 
third for youths, families, and 
the elderly. 


There are also some specials 


for overseas flights, but they're 
not as exotic. All the scheduled 
airlines except Icelandic have 
the same rate card. The round- 
trip summer fare to Europe on 
Icelandic (New York to Luxem- 
bourg, via Reykjavik) is $381 for 
people who sign up 60 days in ad- 
vance, compared with $426 on 
the other airlines. 


The real competition among 


international airlines is in the 
area of inexpensive packaged 
tours. With Swissair, for exam- 
ple, you can get a two-week 
vacation in Switzerland, hotels 
and some meals included, for. 
$524 plus $194 for car rental. 
Icelandic offers travelers who 


want to camp in Europe a round- 
trip air fare (before June 1) of 
$290, plus $650 for a four-person 
camper for two weeks. (After, 
June 1, the air fare jumps to 
$420.) There are scores of other 
such trips available. 


To compare them, try a travel 


agent first. Or pay a visit to two 
or three airline ticket offices. 
But double-check the rates 
before making any final plans. 
Prices change so rapidly both 
here and abroad that you might 
have to pay a little more than 
you first expected.

An attorney for an Omaha 


man told the Nebraska Supreme 
Court Tuesday that the Douglas 
County prosecutor of 28 years 
ago — he's now a judge — mis- 
represented the weight of the 
evidence in two murder trials in 
an attempt to induce guilty 
pleas. 


J. William Gallup of Omaha, 


attorney for Charles McClelland, 
told the High Court "appellant's 
treatment by Douglas County 
authorities was outrageous and 
inexcusable." 


He was referring specifically 


to Theodore Richling, who is 
now a Douglas County district 
court judge. 


"Ever since his pleas were 


accepted, there has been a dark 
cloud hovering over the 
courthouse where they were 
entered," Gallup said. "It is 
time that cloud was dissipated 
by the light of truth." 


"Charles McClelland has spent 


28 years awaiting that light," he 
added. 


In the case, McClelland 


pleaded guilty to charges of se- 
cond degree murder in the 
shooting deaths of Robert and 
Elizabeth May on Aug. 27,1947. 
He was sentenced to life terms 
in prison. Gallup is trying for 
reversals of those convictions. 


At the time, Gallup said, 


McClelland was 17-years-old and 
he gave five or six written con- 
fessions" to 
authorities. 


However, the attorney said, 
none of them were true and they 
were induced by claims of 
weighty evidence by the 
prosecution. 


As it turned out, the attorney 


said, "there was no evidence to 
connect appellant with the 
crime." Further, he said, "none 
of appellant's 
statements 


checked out with the physical 
evidence." 


Referring to the activities of 


Richling as prosecutor, Gallup 


said, "the relentless, ambitious 
prosecutor went after appellant 
like a tiger after fresh meat. By 
the time he had finished with 
appellant, neither he nor his at- 
torneys had any desire for a 
trial." 


Further, Gallup told the High 


Court that one Clyde Thomas, 
"appeared in the office of this 
writer unsolicited and unan- 


nounced" and "stated that 
prosecutor Richling admitted 
that he had convicted the wrong 
man." 


Gallup said some of the 


claimed evidence which did not 
materialize was a revolver car- 
tridge that matched and a 
package of blood-stained 
clothing. 


Uhlig Rites Held In Broken Bow

was killed in a tractor accident 
on his farm near here Thursday 
were held Monday at Broken 
Bow. 


Custer County Attorney Steve

came loose, dropping the 
machine to the ground and 
throwing Uhlig beneath a rear 
wheel. 


The victim's survivors include 


his wife, Berniece; sons, Alton 
of Mason City and Arlen of 
Cozad; a brother, Leonard of 
Gothenburg; and three 
grandchildren.
